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BUILDING AND THE COHEN COUNCIL’S REPORT 
O one, least of all perhaps its authors, could expect the views of the Cohen 
Council on Prices, Productivity and Incomes to be welcomed by the 
Trade Unions with enthusiasm. Yet we shall be surprised if the commonsense 
of the recommendations does not make its impact, not least on the Unions 
based on the building industry. This industry, it must be remembered, has 
been singled out by the Government to lead the assault on mounting prices, 
and the effect of the 7 per cent. Bank Rate is already seen in a diminishing 
volume of future work in architects’ offices, a decreased number of jobs of 
all kinds going to tender, and a sharp increase in the number of operatives 
unemployed. 


Disturbing as these trends are, there are others to be noted which in the 
circumstances give cause for sober satisfaction. First, as Board of Trade 
figures printed in our last issue show, the prices of materials in house-building 
and building and civil engineering generally have been held and even reduced; 
second, tendering has become keener, and a number of prices put in recently 
for London County Council and other local authority work have been sub- 
stantially below the estimates of the authorities’ quantity surveyors. As a 
result and in so far as the Cohen Council’s recommendations are intended to 
apply to all industry, the building unions may welcome this broadening of the 
front. The leapfrogging process which wage rates have been playing with cost- 
of-living has gone on sufficiently long for even the greatest opportunist to under- 
stand that, as a means of raising real living standards, wage increases unrelated 
to production are useless. That is not to say that there is no place in the wages 
structure for status awards, where an industry can be shown to be at an unfair 
disadvantage with another, but what it does mean is that we cannot go on with 
the annual round of wage demands and maintain a standard of living. 


What seems to be the kernel of the recommendations is the Council’s argu- 
ment that the general level of prices should actually decline as productivity 
increases. Such a process, by making our efforts in the overseas markets more 
telling and by making available at home an equal or even a greater supply of 
goods at a lower price, could do more for an increased national standard of 
living than anything else. It is towards this end that we must travel, and in this 
process the building trades have a very great part to play i in first stabilising and 


then bringing down building prices. The challenge is one to all sides; it is one 
to efficiency and more intelligent work by the professions, the contracting 
industry, the materials producers, the operatives. 


We do not believe that there is any short cut to salvation, least of all a return 
to controls and building licensing. Licensing as a solution has been suggested 
by some trades unionists; experience during and since the war has shown that 
this offers nothing. In fact, licensing has done more to weaken the industry and 
to raise the cost of building than any other single factor. The system is dead: 
let it stay dead. : 


One inevitable effect must be some increase in the numbers of unemployed 
in building. Here we shall hope the unions will face the problem with realism 
and the employers with humanity. As Mr. STANLEY FARROW said last week, 
every building employer at the present time has a duty to perform in extending 
the fullest consideration to his men. When this has been said, it nevertheless 
remains true that the industry is overstrong in numbers of operatives, many of 
whom have drifted in from other trades, attracted by high wages and the lack 
of close supervision as compared with factory jobs, and these men will in the 
main be the first to go. That unemployment at present is well under 3 per cent. 
of the whole may be taken as showing that the situation is under control.

OUR DELEGATES TO Moscow should be 
able to put their ideas on the subject 
of the congress to the test at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, where the British Architects 
Conference opens on May 14. By a coin- 
cidence almost too great to be true, the 
subject of the Conference will be the 
creation of architectural character in 
cities, and the principal speakers will be 
Professor Matthew and Sir William Hol- 
ford. They should ensure that this 


important subject is treated in a lively 
and provocative manner. 

The Conference coincides with the 
centenary of the Northern Architectural 
Association in whose territory Newcastle, 
of course, stands. Those who know that 
virile city, and Northumberland in 
general, will need no persuasion to join 
in the Conference; others who think, as

Representation of Salaried 
Architects 


To the Editor of The Builder 


= IR,—Since the statement issued by the 
Association of Building Technicians 
on the RIBA proposals for a new Society 
of Local Government Architects [The 
Builder, February 14, p. 315] misrepre. 
sents the attitude and policy of NALGO. 
I shall be grateful if you will allow me 
to clarify the position. 

According to the ABT, architects fee 
that NALGO, whilst ‘controlling’ the 
staff side of the local government nego. 
tiating machinery, “is unresponsive to 
their special interests and does no. give 
due weight to their professional training’ 
because it is ‘a large general unin of 
which architects are, and must alwas be, 
a small minority.’ 

This is quite untrue. Whilst NALGO js 
certainly a large general union, it has aways 
given the fullest weight to the needs 0: each 
of the many specialist groups within its nem- 
bership. At present, no fewer than 57 such 
groups are represented on the NALGO Join 
Consultative Committee through which eac) 
may seek—and obtain—recognition for its 
separate claims and, having done so, secure 
the backing of the whole Associaticn in 
pressing those claims. In addition, the Asso- 
ciation has established a special grading sub- 
committee whose sole function is to negotiate 
on behalf of specialist minority groups after 
consultation and in agreement with thei 
representatives. The fact is, indeed, as most 
of the groups would readily admit, that no 
other trade union pays so much attention 
to, or has done so much for, its minority 
sections. 

Equally false are the suggestions in the 
ABT statement that NALGO might refuse 
to recognise the proposed new Society of 
Local Government Architects, save unde 
impossible conditions, or that, were it to be 
recognised, the result would be ‘to hand 
over architects, neatly tied, to the ver 
organisation which caused their discontent’ 
leaving the RIBA powerless to _ protesi 
should its recommendations be ignored. In 
fact, NALGO would welcome the formation 
of such a society and would readily admit 
it to membership of its Consultative Com- 
mittee on the terms which all the other 
sectional and professional societies of local 
government officers have accepted as fail 
and reasonable; it would be as ready to 
press the claims of the Society’s members 
as it does those of their colleagues in other 
professions; and it would be as willing t 
consider the comments of the RIBA as it is 
all other informed and constructive advice 
or criticism. 

Finally, if the ABT really believes that 
‘if architects in any authority are able to 
band together on questions of salary and 
status they can force the authority to nego- 
tiate with them direct,’ it is living in a fool’ 
paradise. All local authorities today have 
accepted collective bargaining as the fairest 
and most sensible method of settling wages 
and service conditions and have found it so 
valuable that there is not the smallest chance 
of their abandoning it now. Moreover, were 
they to agree to negotiate separately with 
one group, they would have to do the same 
with the 57 others—and that is clearly 
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impracticable. In suggesting such a course, 
therefore, the ABT is both living in the 
distant past and seeking to bamboozle 
local government architects with false and 
mpossible visions. The right course for 
them is to follow the example of all other 
local government officers, give their allegi- 
ance to NALGO, the one trade union which 
can support them, and thereby gain the 
advantages of its experience, unity and 
collective strength.

I note that 
Miss Barabara Jones, an acknowledged 
expert on the unsophisticated arts, in the 
discussion on Mr. de Maré’s recent 
lecture at the AA (reported in your 
last issue) said: ‘ A great many of these 
wirescapes are very beautiful; a great 
many of these areas of Subtopia are 
quite magnificent. Do not take them all 
away before you have looked at them.’ 


I’ve had a feeling for a long time that 
this would happen. The next step will 
be the formation of a Subtopia Preser- 
vation Society. Can we drop this word 
before it is too late ? If we must have 
some neologism to show our disgust for 
the creeping defilement of town and 
country for heaven’s sake let it be really 
offensive. I suggest ‘ Squalurbia.’ Perhaps 
some of your readers could think of 
something better.

Tendering Procedure 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SS IR,—Would it not be a good plan for 

invitations to tender being assigned 
odd numbers, say, eleven, nine or seven, 
and so on, when issued to contractors, 
and for the middle one to be generally 
accepted ? 

By doing this, cut prices would be 
avoided; the architect and clerk of works 
would have less difficulties with con- 
tracts, the builder could do a good job 
with a reasonable profit, and the client 
would get a better and quicker job than 
is generally the case now. This method 
should also make cover prices out of 
date as a contractor giving a cover price 
with a higher or lower figure than his 
own, might be handing the contract away 
on a platter. 


It would certainly not cause a con- 
tractor genuinely tendering to _ price 
higher, but tend rather towards a reason- 
able price which would permit a good 
job done with a reasonable profit margin.

QIR,—With a mixture of dismay, 
amusement, and downright indig- 

nation I read the letter from Mr. D. W. 

Wilcox in your issue of February 14. 


It is interesting to note that, if Mr. 
Wilcox is to be believed, all representa- 
tives are commercial travellers. Pre- 
sumably, from now on, instead of a 
resident engineer being known as the 
consultant’s ‘representative on site,’ he 
will be called the consultant’s commercial 
traveller on site. Surely the difference 
between a technical representative and a 
traveller is obvious to anyone of average 
intelligence. 

As an engineer, I applied for my 
present job (technical representative), and 
the first thing that the general manager 
who interviewed me said, was: *‘ We want 
a technologist and not a commercial 
traveller.’ 

The technical representative is avail- 
able for consultation either by telephone 
at his firm’s office, in the prospective 
client’s office, or on the site. He is norm- 
ally part of a technical services and 
development team, and his advice com- 
mits his employer to an acceptance of 
responsibility for the outcome of what- 
ever action he advises or recommends. 
He never calls on anyone without an 
appointment. 

A commercial traveller is selling 
articles or commodities which normally 
do not require anything but the simplest 
explanation, and his time is devoted 
almost exclusively to selling. How many 
times have I heard it myself during a 
telephone conversation: ‘Now, please 
don’t send a traveller, we want a techni- 
cal man.’ 

In the penultimate paragraph of his 
letter Mr. Wilcox makes quite a case 
for his colleagues, but let us keep in mind 
that much of the opprobrium incurred 
by travellers is brought about by their 
lack of manners and sometimes bullying 
attitude to receptionists and ‘minor’ 
staff members.

| for a demolished church in Shef- 
| field has been transferred to finance 
| the building of Saint Catherine’s Church. 
| The church will be prominent on a 
corner site in the Woodthorpe Estate— 
an area of nondescript between-the- 
wars housing. 

An existing ‘tin-shed’ on the site is 
at present serving as the church and 
will remain as a scout hut. The new 
brick building will be marked by a 
75 ft. tower of two curved planes of

also be used as a vestry for the priest 
at Holy Communion services.

Inside the church, the white plastered 
wall surface will be punctured with 
narrow, slot-like windows on either 
side and sweep round unbroken behind 
the altar. The ceiling, running over 
laminated timber beams, will slope up 
towards the chancel where it is to be 
further heightened to give a clear- 
storey window, permitting light to shine 
down from an unseen source onto the 
altar and the freestanding Cross behind 
it. 

The hall is planned across the end of 
the church so that it may be opened to 
form one large volume seating 500 on 
festivals. Normally the church alone 
will seat 350. Cloakroom and lava- 
tories will serve both church and hall. 
The vestries will also be accommodated 
in the hall block so that they may be 
converted into dressing-rooms when 
the hall and stage are in use. 

A covered way will lead to the 
vicarage which will complete the group 
and create a cloistered garden on the 
south side of the church, sheltered from 
the road. 

The vicarage will be a part of the 
main contract, but is not included for 
in the war damage payment.

New Swedish ‘ Core’ 
By PATRIC J. BAKER 


HAT Sweden, with the highest overall 

living standard in the world, should 
have an acute housing shortage seems a 
trifle ironic. Yet a recent newspaper 
survey showed that in the principal cities 
of Stockholm and Gothenburg the waiting 
period in the ever-swelling bostadské 
(housing queue) is anything up to five years. 
And at the end of this period the Anders- 
sons and the Svenssons have little say in 
the accommodation they receive. The 
official yardstick of the allocating authority 
is size of family, not income, profession, or 
social standing. 

This sorry situation has been brought 
about by the rapid post-war rise in popu- 
lation and the steadfast refusal of the 
Swedish Government to give housing top 
priority. Now a royal commission has 
recommended boosting the annual housing 
output from 50,000 to 65,000 units. The 
greater part of this increase will affect the 
larger cities, but it will be a long time before 
the benefit reaches those at the end of the 
queue. 

This does not mean that architects and 
town planners have suffered too severely 
from frustration. One only has to look 
at the fine new ‘ neighbourhood areas’ at 
Vallingby and Farsta, just outside Stock- 
holm, and the recently opened extensions 
of the underground railway, to realise 
that there has been no reduction in 
standards. 

Another factor governing new building 
in Sweden has been exceptionally high 
costs, but by employing ingenious methods 
of prefabrication and mechanisation on 
site, contractors have been able to make 
major reductions in man-power and con- 
struction time. In 1956 about 1,000 apart- 
ments were put up by prefabricated 
methods; the corresponding figure for 
1957 is expected to be 4,000, roughly 9 
per cent. of the year’s total of newly- 
built units. 


Building System 


Broadly speaking, 12 methods of pre- 
fabrication are used in Sweden. In four 
of these the vertical bearing structure 
consists of columns of concrete or steel, 
but the most common methods involve 
the use of concrete walls with both par- 
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titions and intermediate walls 
made bearing as far as pos- 
sible. Outer walls are made 
bearing in only five of the 
methods. 

Such units as_ staircases, 
balconies, refuse ducts and 
items of finished joinery are 
specified both in traditional 
and prefabricated assembly, 
while outer-wall units are 
used in nine of the methods. 
inner-wall units in 11, floor 
joist units in five, and ven- 
tilation units—thick wall s!abs 
with ventilation ducts—ir six 
of the methods. In some ¢ ases 
cellar walls, bathroom fl ors 
and fully finished bathroom 
units are incorporated. 

Of particular interest is the 
new Skarne system of core 
building which I saw in ac’ ion 
during a _ recent visit to 
Sweden. Developed by the 
well-known Stockholm con- 
tractors Ohlsson & Ska ne, 
this system has already et ec- 
ted a saving of £60,00C in 
interest alone on a Stcck- 
holm building scheme costing 
£24 million. Building time has 
been reduced by 50 per cent. and only half 
as many workers are needed as when using 
traditional methods of construction. 

The scheme in question is in the suburb 
of Ragsved where a series of seven 9- to 
13-storey apartment houses are being

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erected on the Skarne plan. These will 
contain 281 flats of from three to five rooms 
with kitchen and bathroom. The owners 
are AB Stockholmshem, a company which 
has considerable property in the city, 
and the chief architect is Ernst Gronwall, 
SAR. 

In the Skarne system, the building itself 
is used as a foundation for the lever of a 
centrally-mounted crane which hoists up 
the prefabricated units and other material. 
This is made possible by building the house 
rourd a pre-constructed concrete core 
erec'ed by the sliding-mould method. The 
initi:l core construction is finished in five 
days, whereupon the crane is placed on top. 
The core thus becomes a stabilising element 
contiining the mains for plumbing and 
electricity, refuse disposal drums and 
elev. tor equipment, all of which is in- 
stall-d as far as possible before the actual 
buil ing proceeds. 

T.:e house is completed by adding storey 
afte: storey of precast wall units and floors 
which are cast in special removable forms. 
The interior bearing walls are storey-high 
and are cast on site in multiple vertical 
mou'ds. The exterior walls are of a new 
type of Siporex lightweight, reinforced 
concrete slabs having a K-value of 0.30. 
These slabs are brought to the site by 
lorr: in bundles of four by four, banded with 
iron. The walls are constructed in sand- 
wich fashion, two 3 in. thick slabs being 
bonded together with an _ intermediate 
laye: Of polystyrene foam plastic of the 
same thickness. Triple windows are used 
instead of the usual double variety and 
give exceptionally good thermal insulation. 


The Basic Planning 


A great deal of thought has obviously 
gone into the basic planning of the job. 
The site itself is rocky and terraced and it 
has not been easy to position the £75,000- 
worth of machinery and equipment in the 
most effective manner. Much of the pre- 
fabrication is carried out on site. There is, 
for example, a large concrete plant with a 
capacity of 180 cubic yards a day which 
supplies the whole area. The ready-mixed 
concrete used for the construction of the 
wall units is transported by moving belt

to the unit ‘ factory’ which can produce 
102 units at a time. When the concrete 
has set, the units are loaded on to lorries 
with the help of rail-borne cranes and 
driven direct to the scene of operations. 

The actual building is carried out by 
two separate teams, one of which is respon- 
sible for four houses and the other for 
three. Each team consists of three foremen 
and 35 operatives, and both are under the 
command of a single building engineer. 
Only one mason is employed on the whole 
project. His job is to build the chimney 
for the central boiler house. 

Use of Existing Facilities 

Wherever possible at Ragsved, existing 
facilities have been utilised to the full. 
Adjoining the flats are garages, for 73 cars, 
many of which are now being used as 
workshops and stores. There are practically 
no temporary stairways or hoists anywhere 
on the site. In every case the lift shaft 
and staircase well of each house acts as 
a transport centre. It was the intention that 
the lift itself should be installed as soon as 
the seventh storey was reached, but delays 
in deliveries prevented this, thereby causing 
the cranes to work overtime. I am told 
there was also an outbreak of very sore 
feet. 

Two travelling turret cranes assist in 
placing the individual low-legged cranes on 
top of each building. They also deal with 
most of the loading, unloading and 
transportation of the prefabricated units 
from the site factory to houses. The house 
cranes are used mainly for erecting and 
casting. As the Ragsved site is hilly it 
would have been impracticable to use 
ordinary turret cranes for the whole 
project, and, in any case, the price of seven 
cranes of the required height—one for each 
block—would have been prohibitive. 

All the Ragsved houses are built on 
rock and the work of laying the foundations 
was carried out last winter by traditional 
means. Construction of the first core 
began in April, 1957. Experience in similar 
building had shown that the sliding-mould 
method was not suitable for the whole 
carcass of the type of house in question; 
it was therefore used only for the lift and

staircase well. 

From the start work proceeded with 
remarkable speed, the wells rising at the 
rate of 8-12 in. an hour. This was no rush 
job, however, as the requirements of the 
lift mechanism called for high precision. 
The casting was done by three men per 
shift and three shifts a day were worked. 
At each stage one floor was laid before 
proceeding with the shell. Later, while the 
house was being built, the stairs were used 
by the workmen for moving material 
which the cranes could not handle. 

When the core was completed, the low- 
legged crane was placed on top and 
anchored in position. Forms were then 
laid above the cellar floor for the first 
carcass flooring. The shuttering is of 12.5 
mm. thick plywood divided into sections of 
approximately 3 ft. 3 in. by 6 ft. 6 in. with 
posts and struts of timber. The surface 
of the mould is divided up into smaller 
sections, each of which is_ stabilised

Work then begins on the erection of the 
intermediate walls, which have a standard 
width of 3 ft. 3 in. These are lifted by the 
house crane and lowered towards the 
prepared openings in the floor. Two 
men and the crane driver carry out this 
operation. Oné man guides the slab 
through the form while the other man gets 
underneath and sees that the slab is in- 
serted exactly into the openings in the floor 
below. As the crane driver operates his 
crane from form level, he can follow 
the work closely and the slabs are positioned 
with great speed. Each slab is dovetailed 
into the next, leaving a hollow channel 
which is filled with a binding medium. 


The external wall slabs are erected in 
the same manner and by the same team. 
With the exception of two cement blocks 
in each corner, these walls are non-bearing. 
The average rate of erection is eight min- 
utes per m*. This includes the time taken 
for hoisting and handling the slab as well 
as casting and joint filling. 

When the outer and inner walls have 
been set up, the necessary services are laid 
out in the form and openings made for the 
party walls. All is then ready for casting 
the floor, which is of 8-in. thick reinforced 
concrete. The mix is hoisted up in special 
containers by the crane and spread in the 
form by one man. After two days the 


concrete has set and it is then steel-ground. 
Some idea of the smoothness of the finished 
surface is given by the fact that linoleum 
is subsequently laid directly on to the

reckon on completing one storey in nine 
days. 


In view of the dry method of construc- 
tion, other work on the houses can be done 
very quickly. There is, of course, no 
plastering anywhere and the Siporex slabs 
have a very smooth surface which requires 
only the application of a water-repelling 
paint. This is sprayed on with guns. 
Kitchen and bathroom equipment as 
well as doors and windows are delivered 
to site fully assembled and painted. 


Undoubtedly, the Skarne system has 
much to recommend it in terms of speed,

The Duke of Edinburgh Performs 
Stone-laying Ceremony 


RH The Prince Philip, Duke of 
Edinburgh, President of the City 
and Guilds of London Institute, laid the 
‘first stone’ of the Institute’s new head- 
quarters at 76-78, Portland-place, on 
February 18. The new _ building, 
designed by Howard V. Lobb and Part- 
ners, with R. T. James and Partners as 
consulting engineers, is being built by 
Holliday and Greenwood, Ltd. 

His Royal Highness was received by 
the Mayor of St. Marylebone (Councillor 
John E. Guest) and by the Chairman of 
the Council of the Institute (Sir Frederick 
Handley Page). 

The Lord Bishop of London, the Lord 
Mayor, Mr. Alderman and Sheriff A. G. 
Clifton Brown, Mr. Sheriff S. R. Walker, 
Professor R. S. Hutton, vice-president of 
the Institute, Mr. N. C. Watney, senior 
Liveryman and Master of the Mercers’ 
Company, Mr. H. C. Osborne and Mr. 
D. E. Woodbine Parish, honorary joint 
secretaries to the Institute, and Major- 


General Cyril Lloyd, Director of the 
Institute, were presented to Prince 
Philip. 


After a dedicatory prayer by THE Lorp 
BisHop and an address of welcome by 
SIR FREDERICK HANDLEY PaGeE, His 
Royal HIGHNEsS replied. The keynote 
of his speech was the importance of 
technological education and the need for 
industry to support the Institute. 

In thanking Prince Philip, THE Lorp 
Mayor referred to his work on behalf 
of the younger generation, and expressed 
the hope that the new Headquarters, 
when completed, would stimulate enter- 
prise in the same way as the Duke’s 
interest in youth organisations had done. 

The stone, with its lettering designed 
by Mr. Sharpington, instructor in letter- 
ing at the City and Guilds Art School, 
and cut by students of that school, was 
then laid. A special mallet, trowel and 
level in English cherry wood had been 
designed and carved for the occasion by 
Holliday and Greenwood, Ltd. A small 
pad of mortar was laid by the Duke with 
the trowel which was presented to him 
by the architect, Mr. H. V. Lobb. A 
special copper casket made by the 
students of the Brixton School of Build- 
ing, and containing coins of the realm 
and selected documents relevant to the 
ceremony, was then placed in a slot in 
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rationalisation and an overall reduction jn 
general costs. On the Ragsved site abour 
70 men were employed, about half the num- 
ber needed if the houses were being built 
traditionally. The ten men working on cach 
of the seven houses put up a total of five 
storeys a week, which is pretty good going 
by any system. One block has already been 
completed; the remainder were scheduled 
for finishing at the rate of two a month. 
It was hoped that by March 1 all 281 jiats 
would be occupied. At the speed things 
were moving when I visited the site, this 
deadline looked like being beaten by a 
comfortable margin.

this site for a number of years as the principal main 
Ford dealer and distributors of Ford products throughout 
the whole of Devon, have commenced a redevelopment 
programme catering for demolition and reconstruction 
of the major portion of their original accommodation. 
The first stage involves the erection of showroom, office 
and stores block and construction of petrol service fore- 
court, the showroom accommodation at a ground-floor 
level having a facade to the forecourt of 100 ft. 

On the first floor above the showroom, provision is made 
for directors’ offices together with administration and 
accounting accommodation. Within the total storey 
height of the showroom and offices, three floors of spare 
parts storage have been provided to the rear of the show- 
room. In accordance with the planning principles approved 
by Ford Motor Co. the spare parts stores are sited with a 
view to access for vehicles unloading supplies and distribu- 
tion to the workshop area for both trade and retail sales, 
the latter from the showroom side. From the planning 
point of view, it is further arranged that the stores stock 
control offices are so placed to facilitate liaison with 
reception and works foreman, apart from the stores 
themselves. 

The construction employs a conventional steel frame 
and reinforced concrete floors. Glazing to the showroom 
has been arranged to provide large openings approxi- 
mately 20 ft. in length by way of sliding doors glazed with 
continuous plate glass. Within the stores, the mezzanine 
floors have been constructed allowing free access for an 
overhead hoist which serves all three floors and com- 
municates with the unloading bay.

Each block consists of an in situ reinforced 
concrete structure incorporating 5 in. thick 
floor slabs without internal beams within the 
flat areas. Columns are carried on spread 
foundations taken down to the local sandstone 
or shale. The structure incorporates two 
staircases, a common landing, and also two 
lifts each serving alternate floors, the lift shaft 
walls being of in situ reinforced concrete and 
incorporated as_ structural members. All 
cables and pipes are carried in large internal 
ducts formed at the back of each lift shaft. 
All external panel walls are of cavity construc- 
tion, the external leaf being 44 in. facing bricks 
and the internal leaf of 6 in. hollow clinker 
blocks.

restoration at Stonehenge 


PRIMARILY as. the result of the 

discovery, in 1953, of mysterious 
arvings on one of the stones now lying 
pone, and which are in danger of being 
erased by people walking over them, the 
Ministry of Works are preparing to 
erect a trilithon at Stonehenge. This 
consists of three large stones — two 
yprigits with a lintel across the top. In 
addition, three stones in the outer circle 
we to be replaced in a standing position. 
The cost of the work, which should be 
fnish2d in June, is estimated at about 
£8,500. 

Mr. Hugh Molson, Minister of Works, 
expla:ned at a Press conference on Tues- 
day taat the trilithon fell towards the end 
of the eighteenth-century, and the outer 
stones in 1900. There is no 
inten'ion of restoring any of the other 
aller. stones to their original position; 
many of the displaced stones are believed 
to have been deliberately pulled down by 
the Fomans. 


The stones involved weigh up to 45 
tons cach, and Sir Charles Mole, Director- 
Gencral of Works, explained that their 
r-erection is a delicate engineering 


“B operation as great care must be taken not 


to damage the stones. The work is the 
direct responsibility of the Ministry’s 
architects in charge of ancient monu- 
menis, assisted by the Ministry’s 
engineers who, incidentally, are borrow- 
ing a powerful crane from the Ministry 
of Supply to move the fallen stones.

Restorgtion Work at Greenwich 


ARTIST-RESTORERS of the Ministry of 
Works have begun to clean and restore 
the ceiling of the Painted Hall at the 
Royal Naval College, Greenwich, a task 
which will take about two years to com- 
plete. The ceiling, measuring 105 ft. by 
46 ft., will be having its first scientific 
Clesning and restoration since it was 


painted by Sir James Thornhill in the 
early part of the 18th century. In 1742 
and again in 1776 damage caused by 
damp had to be made good, and further 
restoration was carried out in 1807 and 
in 1845. A certain amount of cleaning 
was a‘so done in the 1930’s. 

A preliminary examination has shown 
that the whole of the painting is covered 
with a hard and discoloured varnish. 
Underneath are many cracks and re- 
touchings but experimental cleaning so 
far has shown the original colour and 
pigment to be in good condition. Years 
of grime and layers of yellowed varnish 
have, however, changed the appearance 
of the colours.

CAVALRY BARRACKS.—In the House of 
Commons, Viscount Ingestre asked the 
Under-Secretary for War when it was the 
intention of the Government to proceed 
with the designs for infantry and cavalry 
barracks, selected by the official commit- 
tee on barracks accommodation for the 
army, in 1855 and 1856, according to the 
pledge given to the successful candidates.

FACTORY at Swindon 


for Semiconductors, Lid. 


A FACTORY unique in this country—dustproof and without windows—has been 

constructed on the Cheney Manor Estate, Swindon, for the mass production of 
transistors. It is a single-storey aluminium-clad building, measuring 200 ft. by 
100 ft., and giving a production area of 20,000 sq. ft., with a basement of similar 
size which houses the air-conditioning plant and services. 

In July, 1957, the factory was no more than an idea; in January, 1958, it had been 
built and handed over to the client. Architecturally the problem was one of 
simplification. The client’s two main requirements, provision for future alterations 
in factory layout and absolutely dust-free working conditions, brought their own 
problems. The latter made it imperative that visible detail was reduced to a 
minimum, and the production area was sealed against the ingress of dust particles 
by P.V.C. cocoon spraying to all internal walls and ceilings. 

The first requirement was met by retaining maximum flexibility in the design, 
enabling production lines to be revised as anticipated developments in manufactur- 
ing techniques evolve. Thus, all partitions are moveable on an 8 ft. by 4 ft. grid; 
light fittings and air-conditioning diffusers are laid on the same grid, giving a regular 
pattern over the whole building; provision was made in the floor for services to 
come through from the basement on a 12 in. grid; the air conditioning is divided 
into 13 zones, each served by a separate plant but linked so that the volume can be 
varied to suit alterations in the factory layout. 

The general contractors, who were also associated with the design, were Richard 
Costain, Ltd. The consulting engineers were E. J. Cook (Engineers), Ltd.; air 
conditioning, mechanical and electrical services were by Matthew Hall & Co., Ltd.

MIDDLESEX URGED TO PLACE EXPERIMENTAL CONTRACT 


MIDDLESEX County Council, at their 

meeting on Wednesday (February 
26), considered a report of the general 
purposes committee recommending the 
employment, ‘for the ereotion of some 
building, of moderate size,’ of a firm 
which is prepared to act as organising 
agent in building contracting on behalf 
of the Council. The firm in question, 
Intercon Constructions, Ltd., has already 
been responsible for works carried out 
for Manchester, Newport and Reading 
Corporations, and for the Staffordshire 
County Council. 

The employment of this firm was 
recommended to the Council by the 
general purposes committee at an earlier 
date, but the matter was referred back 
to the committee for further considera- 
tion. As the bulk of the Council’s build- 
ing is for educational purposes, the 
committee requested the education com- 
mittee to suggest a school building 
project suitable for such an experiment, 
but so far the education committee has 
not been able to suggest a project for 
the purpose. 

in their latest report the general pur- 
poses committee recommends that stand- 
ing orders relating to public notice of 
invitations to tender be suspended in 
order to employ the ‘ middle man’ com- 
pany. Following are extracts from the 
report: 

The company does not itself erect build- 
ings but, in return for a fee, it relieves the 
local authority concerned of responsibility 
for the preparation of plans, negotiations 
with builders, etc., and contracts with the 
local authority for the constructional work, 
which is carried out under the direct instruc- 
tions of the company by a builder selected 
from a list submitted by the authority. 

As well as the actual builders, the com- 
pany itself employs architects, quantity sur- 
veyors, other consultants, etc., and, having 
been provided with the site plan and briefed 
on the requirements, is able to deal with the 
erection of a building therefrom, ‘ handling 
the whole of the rest of the work.’ 

The company therefore gives a complete 
technical service similar to that provided by 
a private architect retained by the Council 
but with the addition however, of all neces- 
sary consultant work—structural, heating, 
lighting, etc. 

The company also itself buys most of the 
materials for the builder and acts as his 
‘progress chaser’ and one of the company’s 
building staff is in complete charge of the 
work, in conjunction with the builder, and 
is on the site most of the time. 

The company is not interested in any 
particular form of construction and is pre- 
pared to conform to the client’s wishes in 
that respect. 

Only one price is submitted to the 
authority for the complete work. The 
authority has no direct contact or contrac- 
tual relationship with the actual builder, 
with whom all negotiations are undertaken 
by the company, and therefore the authority 
is unable to have any detailed knowledge of 
the results of the negotiations. The price 
may, however, be a fixed one or subject to 


wages or materials fluctuation clauses, as 
desired by the authority. 

Up to the present, the company has 
specialised in the erection of schools, 
primary and secondary, and, by arrange- 
ment with the Ministry of Education it 
makes a charge, by way of ‘sponsor’s 
expenses,’ at the rate of £10 per place for 
its services. Of this amount, £2 10s. is 
included in the tender price, the remaining 
£7 10s. being payable over and above the 
Ministry’s net cost per place figure. No 
other charge is made. 

The company submits, the report con- 
tinues, that the advantages of placing work 
with it are that, by reason of its particular 
arrangements whereby the builder is relieved 
of much organisational and paper work, a 
local authority is able to have its schools 
erected more speedily and at a lower cost 
than by adopting the normal procedure. 

If the services of the company were 
employed, the Council’s only contractual 
relationship would, as already indicated, be 
with the company. On the other hand, it 
would appear that the actual builder would 
be one already approved by the Council and 
whose financial standing, etc., would have 
already been recognised by the Council, and 
this should be some safeguard against the 
likelihood of default. Nevertheless, your 
Committee proposes that any contract made 
by the Council with the company should be 
the subject of an adequate bond for due 
performance. 


County Architect’s Comments 


The report adds that the company has 
submitted for examination a specimen of its 
form of contract, being a copy of one for 
building a particular school and conditioned, 
it is understood, by certain special require- 
ments of the authority concerned. The 
only detailed comment which the County 
Architect has, therefore, had to make is that 
the drawings are to a small scale and do not 
include details which are always provided 
for in this Council’s contracts and supply 
the basis for controlling the building opera- 
tions. 

He also points out, however, that, under 
a contract with Intercon Constructions Ltd., 
although the supervision of the actual build- 
ing would be his responsibility as under a 
normal building contract, his powers would 
be severely limited because of the contract’s 
terms, whilst apparently any variation 
required could only be made with the 
approval of Intercon Constructions, Ltd., 
and at a lump sum price. Apart from that 
company’s fee, as already mentioned, the 
costs to be incurred by the Council would, 
in the County Architect’s view, be (a) quan- 
tity surveyor’s fees for valuing works for 
interim certificates and settlement of the 
final account, (b) clerk of works’ wages and 
(c) the cost. of his own Department for 
necessary architectural supervision. 


Finally, the general purposes committee ° 


recommends that the education committee 
be requested to reconsider the question of 
selecting a suitable project for the proposed 
experimental contract with Intercon Con- 
structions, Ltd., with a view to submission 
of particulars thereof to the committee.

Building Society’s ‘Forward Look’ 


ME: STANLEY C. RAMSEY, FRIBA, 

' deputy chairman of the Abbey 
National Building Society, speaking at the 
annual general meeting of fhe Society held 
on February 21, said that the demand for 
funds, during 1957, was considerably in 
excess of the supply. This would no doubt 
continue so long as the credit squeeze, with 
its attendant high money rates and scarcity 
of loanable funds, was enforced, he stated. 


‘Our advances were made almost exclu- 
sively on dwelling houses,’ he went on, ‘ and 
the exceptions are small in number and in 
the amounts loaned. We have always been 
aware that our essential purpose on the 
mortgage side is to promote home owner- 
ship, and although other types of borrowers 
are eagerly seeking our assistance, we believe 
we have acted in the spirit of our founders 
by giving this preference to dwelling houses, 
usually for owner occupation. So far as 
the Abbey National is concerned, there is 
no ground for the view which one heard 
from time to time last year, that it was im- 
possible to obtain an advance on any house 
unless it was entirely new. 


* Approximately half the mortgage securi- 
ties accepted in 1957,’ he said, ‘ were other 
than newly built. Last year 23 per cent. 
of our advances involved personal stakes of 
over 30 per cent. when measured against 
purchase price; 17 per cent. with a stake of 
21 to 30 per cent., and the balance of the 
advances up to 20 per cent. Over 50 per 
cent. of our advances were made with addi- 
tional security. 


* Today there are many complex technical 
problems in regard to mortgage administra- 


tion. Public taste shows signs of changing; 
new, if not fevolutionary, designs, and new 
methods of construction, all reflecting the 
modern age, ate making their appearance. 
The Englishman has a reputation for an 
inborn love of the familiar. What we have 
to remember, however, is that what is new 
today may be the tradition of tomorrow. 


A Place for New Designs 


“Great social changes have taken place 
in recent years and these are bound to find 
reflection in the home, especially where the 
younger members of the community are 
concerned. As a Society, we hope to keep 
abreast of these developments and to offer 
mortgage facilities where the new designs 
are modern without being freakish, and the 
constructional methods, notwithstanding 
their novelty, are fundamentally sound. 


“With the credit squeeze and the high 
Bank Rate still with us, the outlook for the 
present year, on the mortgage side, is some- 
what uncertain. The broad indications are 
that, while there may be some curtailment 
of new house building by private enter- 
prise, as compared with 1957, there will still 
be a considerable range of choice of new 
houses open to those who wish to buy. 
Price, accommodation and situation have to 
be right and the house builder is required, 
now more than ever, to exercise his skill 
and enterprise in order to meet these condi- 
tions.”

Ideas for Making the Most of 
Research in 1958 


By G. CUTMORE DRUMMOND 


HE improvement of building tech- 

niques has been a subject for dis- 
cussion for a long time. Progress has 
been slower than most of us had hoped, 
and among the targets for 1958 we must 
set our sights well and truly upon the 
problem of getting across to the smaller 
builder the valuable work done by the 
Building Research Station and trade re- 
searchers. 


According to Trevor Philpott, writing 
in a recent issue of The Sunday Times, 
the BRS admit that, although they pub- 
lish their findings in simple digest form, 
they find it difficult to get the recom- 
mendations put into practice. ‘ Thousands 
of chimney-stacks are being pulled down 
now and rebuilt because of cracking. In 
four or five years they will all have to be 
done again because the contractors have 
not taken proper notice of our pamphlet 
on condensation in domestic chimneys.’ 


How often have some of us heard the 





cry that we must have more research if 
we are to progress? Some of us have 
even been guilty of such utterances. I 
would be the last to suggest that we are 
getting sufficient research, but before 
pressing for greater measures in this con- 
nection we must ensure that we fully 
appreciate and put into practice the 
lessons already made available. 


One might well ask why it is that as 
an industry we are so backward in imple- 
menting some of the findings of our re- 
search organisations. Can it be that the 
dissemination of data is inadequate? Can 
it be that we are too traditionally minded 
and that as a consequence we tend too 
much towards an attitude that ‘all the 
research we need was done years ago’? 


It has been stated in some circles that 
British industry spends an_ insufficient 
amount on civil research. The same in- 
formants add that the building and con- 
tracting industry is among the industries 
at the bottom of the ‘research’ ladder. 
This statement is qualified: ‘It is the 
traditional industries which have grown 
slowly from ancient crafts that tend to 
accept science reluctantly, if they accept it 
at all. Here then is a matter which 
vitally concerns us all—designers, manu- 
facturers, contractors, the entire team in

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fact, aided by the researchers. Somehow, 
we must get together more often to ensure 
that the building industry continues ty 
go forward. 


So much for the forward aspect of 
research and progress. In the other direc. 
tion there is a lack of co-operation, 
which might adversely affect current re. 
search if it is not put right. During a 
recent symposium held at Alston Hall, 
Mr. Wm. A. Allen, BArch, ARIBA, of the 
Building Research Station, put his finger 
on it when he asked that there shoul 
be a ‘flow back’ of information op 
faults from. builders to architects gener. 
ally. Earlier in his talk Mr. Allen had 
given a brief outline of the organisation 
and purpose of the Building Research 
Station, whose main function, he ex- 
plained, was primarily research (my 
italics), testing of materials being only 
secondary. 


The feeding back of information in 
faults whether in material design or 
workmanship must be carried out con- 
scientiously if our research is to go for- 
ward. It would perhaps be presumptuous 
for me to attempt to suggest how greater 
co-ordination is to be achieved in this 
direction. Obviously a designer will have 
a different approach from the manufac- 
turer and the contractor. Therefore the 
consideration of sectional interests should 
be subjugated in favour of an all-out 
approach to the industry’s problems. 


Initially I feel that the holding of more 
joint symposiums might be the means of 
implementing thought and eventually 
action along the lines desired. Another 
valuable medium, although more sectional 
in approach, is the annual conferences of 
the professional bodies, industrial organi- 
sations and so on. But whatever the 
means, somehow we must endeavour to 
secure a better and speedier linking-up of 
the various aspects of research and its 
findings with the builder and workman 
on the site. 





































































CIVIL ENGINEERING WAGES 


Increase Rejected 





Cziaims for an increase in basic rate and 
for a 40-hour week without loss of pay 
were rejected by the employers at a meeting 
of the Civil Engineering Construction Con- 
ciliation Board held on February 20. 

Explaining the employers’ attitude, 
COLONEL A. C. NEWMAN, VC, OBE, chair- 
man of the Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors, said: ‘These claims together 
would amount to 8d. per hour on the basic 
rate or roughly a 20 per cent. increase. This 
would be an extravagant claim at any time 
but in present circumstances it is completely 
unrealistic. 

‘Civil engineering operatives have already 
had an increase of Id. per hour under our 
sliding scale agreement as recently as two 
weeks ago. 

‘The first priority for both sides of the 
industry must be the reduction of costs. 
Not until that has been successfully accom- 
plished is it possible to contemplate any fur- 
ther improvements in the wages and work- 
ing conditions of the industry, which already 
stand high in comparison with industry 
generally.’

Minister’s Anxiety Over the Build- 

ing Industry 
We IAIN MACLEOD, Minister of 
r Labour, confessed in the Commons 
on February 19, that there was ‘a good 
dal’ in the building industry which was 
causing him anxiety. What this was he did 
not reveal, although he suggested that the 
Government’s credit squeeze was one of the 
main factors. 

The Minister was answering Mr. NORMAN 
Dopps, who asked if he was aware of the 
concern arising from increasing unemploy- 
ment in the industry and fears for the future. 
‘On January 13, 1958, there were 58,400 
unemployed people whose last employment 
was in the building and contracting indus- 
tries compared with 52,800 in January, 1957,’ 
Mr. Macleod stated. ‘ During the 12 months 
ending in December last the number fell by 
26.800. Whilst a seasonal improvement is 
expected to begin in the course of a month 
or so it seems unlikely that the industry 
will, in present circumstances, regain the 
abnormally high level of employment ex- 
perienced in 1956.’ 

Mr. Dopps said that in view of statements 
about the running down of house building 
which had been made by Mr. Brooke, the 
foutlook was serious for the industry. He 
asked if the Minister of Labour would make 
some statement, because there was some con- 
cern about it, or did he ‘think there is 
nothing to be alarmed about?’ 

Mr. Macteop: I would not say that. 
There is a good deal that gives me anxiety 
in the building industry. It is also true that 
we are at or near the seasonal peak of un- 
employment, and one would expect an im- 
provement in the next few months. One of 
the main factors here is the Government’s 
credit policy, and I have no alteration to 
announce to that. 


‘Overspill’ Subsidy 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, was asked in the 
Commons on February 18 to reconsider his 
decision in refusing to accede to a request 
by Liverpool Corporation to consider 
Kirkby as a new town to enable houses 
there to attract the subsidy under the Hous- 
ing Subsidies Act, 1956. 

Indicating that there were no grounds on 
which he could change his decision, Mr. 
BRooKE told Mrs. Brappock, who drew 
attention to the unanimous opinion of the 
Liverpool City Council about his refusal, 
that he was unable to accept the application 
for the special rate of subsidy, mainly 
because so much of the work at Kirkby had 
been done before the Act took effect. He 
had come, to that conclusion after careful 
consideration, and after he had received a 
deputation from the council. 

He informed Mr. David Logan, in another 
written reply, that the corporation wanted 
the ‘ overspill ’ subsidy provided by the 1956 
Act for these houses; that would amount to 
£24 a year for 60 years. Though he could 
not agree that that was appropriate, his 
opinion did not necessarily mean that the 
houses would attract no subsidy at all. Any 
of the houses used to replace slum houses 
would be eligible for the slum clearance 


subsidy of £22 1s. a year while all one- 
bedroom dwellings would in any event be 
entitled to the general needs subsidy of £10 
a year. 


Hatfield Damage—Public Inquiry 


Mr. BROOKE indicated to Lord Balniel 
that a public inquiry into the causes of the 
gale damage to houses at Hatfield was to 
be held. 

LorpD BALNIEL had asked whether he had 
received a new communication from the 
Welwyn Garden City and Hatfield Develop- 
ment Corporation about that damage. 

In a written reply on February 18, Mr. 
Brooke stated: At the request of the Corpora- 
tion I am arranging under my statutory 
powers to hold a public local inquiry. 


Welsh Nuclear Power Station 


Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, in written replies to Mr. 
Nabarro on February 17, stated that the 
Minister of Power had received an applica- 
tion for consent to the construction of a 
nuclear power station of 400-500 megawatts 
capacity at Trawsfynydd, in the Snowdonia 
National Park. This would be linked to the 
pumped storage scheme under construction 
at Blaenau Ffestiniog. There were no 
further proposals for pumped storage 
schemes in North Wales. 

It was not possible at this stage for the 
Generating Board to make a scale model of 
the station that would be built on the site 
if they secured the consent of the Minister 
for the project. The actual design and lay- 
out of the station would not be determined 
until the board had awarded the contract 
and had consulted a number of expert bodies 
including the board’s consulting architect 
for Wales, a landscape consultant, the 
county council and the Royal Fine Art 
Commission. 


£90m. for Services 
Accommodation 


COMPREHENSIVE programme for 

the improvement of service accom- 
modation in the United Kingdom estimated 
to cost about £90m. in the next five years is 
mentioned in the Government’s Report on 
Defence (Stationery Office, Cmd. 363, price 
Is.). 

This programme, which is going ahead, 
includes the replacement or modernisation 
of out of date barracks, messes and hos- 
pitals and the construction of considerably 
more married quarters. 

Reorganisation of the forces unavoidably 
delayed decisions on the building pro- 
gramme, but a number of important pro- 
jects would be commenced during the com- 
ing year. Among them, would be improve- 
ments in naval accommodation and new 
barracks at a number of RAF stations. 

Important works already started for the 
Army at Colchester, Tidworth, Bovington, 
Windsor and Bicester would be pressed for- 
ward, and new barrack and housing schemes 
would be put in hand during 1958, includ- 
ing those at Woolwich, Arborfield, Alder- 
shot and Bordon. 


It is proposed to accelerate the provision 
of canteens and clubs, sports grounds, 
swimming baths and other recreational 
facilities. Particular attention will be paid 
to the needs of those serving overseas and 
at isolated stations at home. Those pro- 
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jects and other amenities are estimated to 
cost about £lm. during the coming year. 

Plans have also been prepared for the 
construction of additional new accommoda- 
tion in Kenya, Aden, Malaya and Hong 
Kong. This is stated as an earnest of the 
Government’s intention to remedy as far as 
practicable deficiencies in barracks, married 
quarters and other accommodation overseas 
in an effort to brighten the attractions of 
service life. 

Mr. FREETH asked the Secretary of State 
for War on February 19 for details of the 
important constructional works stated to 
have been started for the army at Tidworth. 

Mr. Amory, Under Secretary of State for 
War, in a written reply stated: 

A scheme for modernising a number of 
barracks at Tidworth has been in progress 
since 1949, and five barracks, providing up- 
to-date accommodation for more than 3,000 
men were completed in September, 1957, at 
a cost of about £2,500,000. 

Planning for a further two barracks is 
well advanced, and work on them is ex- 
pected to begin towards the end of this 
year for completion in 1960 at a cost of a 
further £1,500,000. 


£60m. University Building 
Programme 


A PROVISIONAL building programme 
for the expansion of universities, in- 
volving the expenditure of at least £60m. 
in the four years 1960-63, and the construc- 
tion of a University of Sussex at Brighton, 
was ‘announced by the CHANCELLOR OF THE 
EXCHEQUER in the Commons on February 20. 
This new programme, which he empha- 
sised was’ only provisional and may be 
varied up or down according to the pressure 
on the nation’s economy, will be a consider- 
able increase on the projects approved to 
start in the three years 1957-59, the total 
expenditure on which was estimated at 
£34,400,000. 

Mr. Amory pointed out that about 15 
months ago the Government had informed 
the House that proposals had been made by 
the universities to increase the number of 
students from 84,000 in the academic year 
1955-56 to 106,000 by the mid-1960’s, but 
that it was believed that the universities 
should be encouraged to expand even more. 
Consideration was being given to that in 
consultation with the Universities Grants 
Committee. Meanwhile, the Government 
had approved proposals for the starting of 
buildings up to the value of £10,400,000 in 
1957, £12m. in 1958 and £12m. in 1959. 

The Chancellor went on:— 

The existing economic situation imposes 
on the Government the need for great 
restraint in this as in other public spending. 
The Government are satisfied, however, that 
if the country is to get the increased output 
of graduates which is needed, and is to 
secure the full benefits of future advances in 
science and technology, the current rate of 
university building programmes must be 
not only maintained, but increased. 

After considering recommendations 
made by the University Grants Committee, 
I have given authority for a programme to 
be prepared on the basis that university 
building projects will be started up to a 
value of £15m. in each of the four years 
1960-63. This programme must be of a 
provisional nature, and subject to review if 
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the economic 
tially. 

In saying this, I do not exclude a possible 
increase in these figures if the economic 
situation improves and the need can be 
shown. The Government for their part will 
keep this question under review. Mean- 
while, in deciding on a provisional total pro- 
gramme of £60m. for new university build- 
ing in the four years in question, they have 
taken account of the possibility of larger 
ultimate expansion. 

The Chancellor could not specify what 
the provisional programme entailed. He 
said that it would enable the University 
Grants Committee to go forward with their 
planning with the universities, and in due 
course the pattern of the development would 
emerge. He could not say when and how 
at this stage, because this was forward plan- 
ning. Apart from the capital expenditure 
of this expansion, this programme would 
involve substantial increases in the current 
grants to universities when the time came. 
Apart from the existing universities the pro- 
gramme envisaged the early building of the 
University of Sussex. 

Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, Minister of Educa- 
tion, replying to Mr. du Cann, on February 
20, said that he could not say anything yet 
about the 1959-60 school building pro- 
gramme, or what proposals he had for 
building new schools to replace inadequate, 
unsuitable or out-of-date accommodation. 

He informed Sir Frank Medlicott that the 
number of new grammar schools built in 
each of the calendar years 1953-1957 res- 
pectively, and the number of major exten- 
sions in those years were: 1953, 5 and 24: 
1954, 16 and 24: 1955, 14 and 19: 1956, 26 
and 31: 1957, 37 and 46. 

On December 31st, 1957, 70 new schools 
and 48 major extensions were under con- 
struction. Between January Ist, 1958, and 
March 31, 1959, 30 new schools and 100 
major extensions were likely to be started. 
Further forecasts would not be reliable.

Progress Under the Clean Air Act 


[N reporting on the progress which has 
been made in carrying the provisions 
of the Clean Air Act into force, MR. 
BEVINS, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government. 
informed the Commons on February 19 
that some local authorities had not evinced 
enthusiasm about clean air, and some were 
less enthusiastic than others. It was the 
Minister’s intention, however, to stimulate 
all local authorities by persuasion. 
He said that, so far, the Minister had 


confirmed 10 orders for smoke control 
areas covering 1,000 acres and 7,500 
buildings. Three orders under local Acts 


had been confirmed. That was a modest 
start. Another 16 orders involving about 
1,200 acres were before the Minister for 
his consideration, and another 51 proposals 
covering 61,000 ‘buildings had been pro- 
visionallly notified to him. These pro- 
visional applications were made largely to 
check on the availability of solid fuel. On 
the information it was possible to obtain, 
none would be delayed by the difficulty of 
procuring smokeless fuel. Under tenancy 
conditions, 15,000 houses on local authority 
estates were to be made smokeless. 

Mr. Bevins, who was replying to a dis- 
cussion about the Government’s order to 


make June 1 the second appointed day 
under the Act, said that the Government 
were making this order several months in 
advance because they believed it was only 
right to give those who would have to 
apply its provisions appropriate notice of 
their intentions. It would be agreed that 
industry, with boilers and processing fur- 
naces, should have adequate notice. 

Indicating that the Minister had power 
to make regulations for exemptions from 
the ban on dark smoke for a limited period, 
he said that such exemptions were designed 
simply to enable such operations as fire- 
cleaning and soot-blowing, which might 
cause short bursts of dark smoke to be 
carried out without an offence being com- 
mitted. Some regulations had already been 
drafted, and the Government had been 
having consultations with local authorities 
and industry. It was expected that those 
regulations would ‘be laid soon, and would 
come into force on the second appointed 
day. 


Compensation for Compulsory 
Purchase of Land 


N spite of the Government’s advice that 
they had sympathy with, but could not 
support, the Compensation {Acquisition and 
Planning) Bill, a private member’s measure 
which provides for the free market value 
as the basis of compensation for land 
acquired by compulsory purchase, Conser- 
vative back-benchers pressed the second 
reading to a division in the Commons on 
February 21, and carried it by 123 votes to 
two. 

Although the Bill will now go to standing 
committee for consideration, it will be 
inoperative without a money resolution. The 
tabling of such a resolution is for the 
Government, and they have taken such 
action on previous occasions to facilitate 
the passage into law of other private mem- 
hers’ Bills. But Mr. Brooke, when pressed 
hy Sir Lynn Ungoed-Thomas from the 
Opposition front bench to say whether they 
would do so in this case, declined to answer. 

Mr. BROOKE, in resisting the Bill, said 
that the Government fully sympathised with 
the view that the existing basis of com- 
pensation worked harshly in some cases. It 
was not that an owner was paid less than 
he gave for the land; there might be 
exceptions but in the normal case it might 
not happen under the existing law if he 
acted with common prudence in buying it. 
It was true that an owner whose land was 
bought compulsorily was often paid less, 
and a great deal less, than he would have 
got had he sold it privately. 

It was not that there was always a big 
difference between those two cases. The 
difference arose in fringe areas around 
towns where land for building was relatively 
scarce, and the development value had 
increased sharply since 1947. Much of the 
divergence between the price paid on com. 
pulsory acquisition and the current market 
value had arisen from the abolition of the 
development charge. 

When the Government abolished the 
development charge they had decided to 
retain the restrictive basis for compulsory 
acquisition, in the knowledge that there 
would be difficulties arising from the two- 
price system. Their desire was, while 
retaining planning control, to bring land 
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into the market to encourage development 
and get rid of all the intolerable difficulties 
and discontent connected with the develop. 
ment charge. The entire enterprise was 
successful. 

One of the great problems which arose 
in considering the price which ought to be 
paid by local authorities when buying land 
was that sometimes much of the value had 
been created not only by the activity of 
the community, but directly by public 
expenditure from rates and taxes. The 
example of that which was familiar to him 
was land within the area of a new town. 
Before the corporation had provided water, 
sewers, access and other things that land 
had little value. Because of the expendi- 
ture the undeveloped land had vastly 
increased in value. 

If the 1947 and 1952 Planning Acts were 
to be amended it must be by Government 
action. They were considering how the 
basis of compensation for compulsory 
acquisition might be amended. They fully 
agreed that a re-examination of the policy 
was due, and had been pressing on with 
it, even before they knew of this Bill. It 
would lead to amending legislation. 


ECONOMIES IN HOUSING 
‘ Plumbing the First to Suffer’ 


THE INDIFFERENCE of architects and 
builders towards plumbing and the conse- 
quent trouble of freeze-ups was mentioned 
at the East Riding Rural Housing Advisory 
Committee. Mr. M. TETLow, Principal 
Regional Officer, Ministry of Housing, said 
that whenever cuts had to be made in the 
costs of building it was at the cost of 
plumbing protection. Plumbing was usually 
left to a man who came along and put the 
pipes in after the architects and builders 
had finished, and usually the only place left 
for him to put them was outside. 

Pamphlets had been prepared and radio 
talks given by the Ministry, and the 
Ministry had even built a housing unit to 
demonstrate what could be done by local 
authorities, but they were still building 
houses without giving attention to the possi- 
bility of a freeze-up. 

Mr. D. Drakes, Howden RDC Surveyor, 
said inside plumbing had, for many years, 
been included on specifications and plans, 
but when the Ministry insisted that costs 
should be cut, it was usually the first thing 
to be deleted.

THERMAL INSULATION 
(DWELLINGS) BILL 


Mr. Nabarro Explains its Purpose 
and Provisions 


AT a Press conference held at the House 
Fe of Commons, on February 2, Mr. 
GERALD NABARRO, MP, explained what lies 
behind the new Thermal Insulation (Dwell- 
ings) Bill, of which he is the promoter. 

Mr. Nabarro also promoted the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act which 
received Royal Assent on July 17, 1957. 

The new Bill was read for the first time 
on January 29, last, and is set down for 
second reading on February 28, although 
its promoter considers it possible that the 
Government would like more time to con- 
sider the implications of the Bill, and second 
reading may be delayed. 


The phrase used by Mr. Nabarro to 








explain the purpose of this Bill is ‘ Warmth 
Withcut Waste.’ It is intended to contri- 
bute to increased efficiency in the use of 
all fuels for heating homes, and in 
improved standards of comfort and the 


reduction of minor illnesses which result 


from badly heated houses. 
The Bill provides that the Minister of 
Power may prescribe, by regulations 
(statutory instruments) to be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament, minimum 
Standards of thermal insulation to prevent 
avoidable heat loss in new dwellings, but 
not those commenced before January 1, 


1960, or such earlier date as the Minister 


may appoint. Thus, the measure does not 
apply to existing dwellings. 

Local authorities in England, Scotland 
and Wales would be the enforcement 
agencies for the Minister, and there is the 
right of appeal to the Minister in the event 
of dispute. There are appropriate pro- 
visions for enforcement and various sup- 
plementary requirements, including an 
exemption provision where deemed desirable 
by the Minister in respect of classes of 
dwellings, or by the Local Authority in the 
instance of a particular dwelling. 

Accurate estimates of the savings to be 
made by the application of the Bill are 
difficult to arrive at. Mr. Nabarro himself 
suggested that insulation would save 25 per 
cent. of the fuel used to heat the average 
house, after taking into account the 
increased comfort standard. 

The figures given in regard to cost are 
also open to discussion. It was suggested 
that, as a national average, the cost of 
thermal insulation in a new dwelling, as 
envisaged by this Bill, would be about one 
half of one per cent. (or 14d. in the pound) 
of the capital cost of building. An example 
was given of a £1,600 council house which 
would cost £8 for thermal insulation. 


WEST RIDING SCHEMES 


A £3m. Programme 


WEstT Riding County Council plans to 

spend £3,755,000 on capital schemes 
out of loans during the coming financial 
year. This is an increase of £102,000 on the 
amount planned to be spent in the current 
year, but actual expenditure for 1958 is likely 
to be £608,000 below the estimated 
£3,653,000. The coming year’s estimates, 
however, bring the total capital expenditure 
out of loans to £17,215,000. : 

Over £2,807,000 of the £3,755,000 is for 
Education Committee work. It is expected 
that work will start in the year on seven 
primary schools and eight secondary schools, 
and on extensions to four secondary schools 
and two technical colleges. These are:— 
Primary schools—Bentley Scawthorpe 
junior mixed and infants (£62,700); Bram- 
hope (£61,875); Conisbrough junior mixed 
(£62,700); Ecclesfield Roman Catholic 
(£5,000); Guiseley Church of England 
(£5,000); Kinsley infants (£54,500); Maltby 
Hellaby junior mixed (£67,500). Secondary 
schools—Baildon (£190,350); Castleford 
Technical High (£242,650); Guiseley 
(£261,000); Harrogate Roman Catholic 
(£10,000); Pontefract (£365,625); Pudsey 
(£193,950); Selby (£264,375); Swinton, Tech- 
nical High (£264,375). Extensions— 
Barnoldswick secondary (£90,000); Saddle- 
worth Upper Mill Secondary (£151,875); 
Thorne Grammar (£106,500); Wath Pope 
Pius Roman Catholic (£10,000); Castleford 
Whitwood Mining and Technical College 
(£105,500); Hemsworth Mining and Techni- 
cal College (£47,745). 

Work is-to begin on new public libraries at 
Parson Cross, near Sheffield (£17,200); 
Hebden Bridge (£15,756); and Knaresborough 
(£23,500). 

A new Fire Service headquarters and 
training school is to be started at a cost of 
£101,200; new fire stations at Bentham 
(£9,810); Sedbergh (£9,810); Slaithwaite 
(£27,097); and Snaith (£9,810). The first 
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phase of a new staff club near County Hall, 
Wakefield, is to be started, costing £44,000. 

A Satellite clinic is to be built at Parson 
Cross (£17,000); a prototype clinic at Edling- 
ton, near Doncaster (£11,500); and work 
begun on a new ambulance depot at Brig- 
house (£12,000) and an aged-persons’ home 
at Worsborough (£39,000). 

A new sub-divisional police headquarters 
at Ripon (£32,500) is to be started, and new 
police stations at Armthorpe (£16,337), and 
Cusworth (£9,000). 


THE TOWER OF LONDON 


Excavations Clarify Building 
History 


HE Ministry of Works, having 

recently discovered the private water- 
gate which Henry III built at the Tower 
of London in the 13th century, is now 
about to investigate its public equivalent 
—the main water-gate to the Tower. 

Constant repairs over the centuries 
have inevitably concealed most of the 
architectural and archaeological evidence, 
and there are therefore major uncertain- 
ties about the way in which the defences 
of the Tower developed during the 13th 
and 14th centuries. One of the chief 
problems concerns the form of the 
defence of what is now the main inner 
ring of towers and curtain walling before 
it was enclosed by the outer ring. A 
possible answer to this is that the area 
of the outer ward, now represented on 
the west by Mint-street and on the south 
by Water-lane, was at first a wet moat. 
If this was so, it becomes necessary 
to establish the land route of entry to 
the Tower before the present entry 
through the Middle and Byward Towers. 
The dig may also throw light on the 
part played by the great Water-Gate 
(Traitors’ Gate) in the Tower defences. 

Decisive Information Sought 

The Ministry’s Inspectorate of Ancient 
Monuments considers that the area most 
likely to yield decisive information lies at a 
point in Water-lane where there is a straight 
joint in the curtain wall west of the Bloody 
Tower. Nearly opposite this joint in the 
sunken ‘ dock’ area beside Traitors’ Gate is 
the end of a medieval cross wall. A 15 ft. 
wide trench will be cut across Water-lane 
between these two points, and work has 
already started on the northern half. Before 
the southern half is excavated a Bailey 
bridge will be put across the northern half 
early in March, for visitors and Tower 
traffic, by a unit of the Territorial Army 
who will carry out the work as a weekend 
training exercise. The bridge will be in 
position for about six weeks. While the 
Water-lane excavation is in progress, 
Ministry of Works engineers are laying 
electric cabling in connection with the 
changeover from DC to AC current. 

In the meantime, excavation continues in 
the angle between the Wakefield Tower and 
the 19th-century curtain wall to the east of 
it where Henry III’s private water-gate was 
discovered. Some 30 ft. of the 13th-century 
curtain, below present ground level, has now 
been exposed, all in excellent condition. 
This excavation will be consolidated behind 
a protective retaining wall and remain open 
for the public to see.

AKE care of the pennies and the 

pounds will take care of themselves. 

I wonder if this still holds good. Pennies 

don’t seem to mean very much to people 
these days. ; 


It was once one of my jobs to study 
the problem of speculative house build- 
ing, and I was one day on an estate of a 
financially very successful builder. His 
manager told me that he had just saved a 
halfpenny on each air brick. I remember 
it so well. There were six air bricks in 
each house, making 3d. a house—S00 
houses in all, totalling £6. Not worth 
saving, one might think. We must remem- 
ber that this was his own scheme and all 
the profits were his, so that every penny 





saved was a penny earned: as a result, he 
looked into all the possible savings. 


On one job a builder asked if I would 
allow him to complete the brickwork of 
a housing scheme in Flemish bond in- 
stead of stretcher, as he had collected so 
many discarded half bricks from the site. 
I must explain that for cheapness we had 
been using stretcher bond. He finished 
two pairs of houses in Flemish bond from 
gleanings from the site. 


You may say carelessness by the men 
and lack of supervision, but then there is 
a lot of carelessness. During the war we 
used to collect cement bags because there 
was a paper shortage. To-day we burn 
them. Of course, cement used to be 
delivered in sacks which were returnable. 
It is wonderful what a penny on the 
empties will do. 


There is no doubt that a great deal 
could be saved on a building by greater 
care in checking wastage and in more 
careful buying, but who would benefit? 
The man who took the care? Yes, in the 
long run, as profits would be higher, 
which would be reflected in wages. 


It would be interesting to know how 
much thrift costs. It may be cheaper to 


‘leave things lying about than to pick them 


up and use them again. After all, we very 
seldom repair things these days: it is 
much easier to buy new ones. I like to 
repair things for the satisfaction of get- 
ting them right, but then I don’t count 
the cost of my time.

BIRMINGHAM SCHOOLS 
Building Cuts Restored 

Some of the £300,000 pruned from Birm- 
ingham’s school minor building programme 
at the beginning of the year by the Minister 
of Education, Mr. GEOFFREY LLoypD, will be 
restored. This promise was made by Mr. 
Lloyd when he spoke in Birmingham last 
week. He said it was clear that some revision 
of the cuts was necessary and he hoped soon 
to make an announcement. 

Birmingham’s building programme for 
schools in the minor section was cut from 
£400,000 to be spent in 12 months to 
£100,000 to be spread over 15 months. 

Mr. Lloyd said that the Ministry had had 
to make a contribution to the Government’s 
battle against inflation by ‘slightly slowing 
down the building programme,’ but the re- 
ductions had hit minor works programmes 
hard. 


‘I have made a study of the Birmingham 
figures,’ he said, ‘and it is quite clear to me 
that there will have to be some alleviation 
of the position.’ In an interview after his 
speech Mr. Lloyd declined to indicate by 
what amount he intended to restore the 
Birmingham figures.

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DEBTS OF 
SUBCONTRACTORS 


Main Contractors’ Successful 
Appeal Against Garnishee Order

A RECENT case is of interest to 

builders and contractors as it covers 
a poim that has never been brought 
before the courts before. In Dunlop and 
Rankin, Ltd., v. Hendall Steel Structures, 
Ltd. (Pitchers, Ltd., Garnishees), the judg. 
ment creditors of a firm of subcontractors 
had obtained a garnishee order against 
the main contractors for £332 4s. 3d, 
together with costs for debts incurred by 
a subcontractor. 


Such an order is really an order to 
attach money which is owing or ‘ accru- 
ing due’ even though it is not immedi- 
ately payable. In this case the main con- 
tractors, Pitchers, Ltd., were erecting 
factory premises for M. L. P. Investments, 
Ltd., and had employed as subcontractors 
Hendall Steel Structures, Ltd.; who were 
nominated under clause 21 by the archi- 
tects in charge of the building work for 
supplying and erecting the steelwork for 
the factory. 

The orders included the delivery and 
erection of ‘stanchions, trusses, wind 
girders and lattice girders’ for £16,835 
and pressed steel girders for £2,198 sub- 
ject to a 24 per cent. cash discount. 

The point that arose was whether the 
order against the main contractor was 
valid before the architect’s certificate had 
been issued. So far as the building owner 
and main contractor relationship was 
concerned it had been accepted in prac- 
tice that such a debt was not attachable 
against the building owner. Such a debt 
was not deemed to have ‘ accrued due.’ 

The question arose whether there was 
any difference where the relationship was 
that of main contractor and subcontrac- 
tor where no formal contract in writing 





existed. The order form sent by the main 
contractor to the debtor did not indicate 
a firm price but was variable by increase 
in cost of labour and materials. The 
order form said: ‘Advise both us and the 
architect immediately if any increase or 
decrease in cost of labour and materials 
which may be adjustable under the terms 
of the contract.’ 


Amount of Payment 


In the order form it was stated in 
paragraph 3 that payment was to be 
made ‘ as to the amount (if any) provided 
or specified in Pitchers’ said contract for 
the works in this order; in accordance 
with the certificates and the times provi- 
ded in the said contract.’ 

The main RIBA contract in clause 21 
provides itself that payment in respect of 
work materials or goods comprised in the 
subcontract are not to be due ‘until 
receipt by the contractor of the architect's 
certificate.’ Under these circumstances 
the court had no difficulty in holding that 
the garnishee order should not have been 
made, as until the architect’s certificate 
had been given there was no debt due to 
the subcontractor. The appeal against 
the order was allowed.

HE London Master Builders’ Association 
has protested to Chigwell Urban 
District Council, Essex, that it is unreason- 
able for it to have invited 28 firms to tender 
for a contract. Referring to the Council’s 
proposals to build a new highways depart- 
ment depot at Loughton, the Association has, 
in a letter to the Council, stated that some 
of its members had drawn attention to’ the 
procedure adopted in inviting tenders for the 
contract. 


After 28 firms had replied to an advertise- 
ment eight were selected by the Council to 
tender. But some time after the tender docu- 
ments were issued, the Council decided that 
they should be sent to all firms who had 
replied to the advertisement. This action, 
maintains the Association, was unreason- 
able. An Association spokesman, in a state- 
ment to the Council, says: ‘I am sure you 
realise that the cost of preparing tenders is 
allowed for in a firm’s general overhead ex- 
penses, and to invite such a considerable 
aumber of firms to tender for one particular 
coniract is not contributing to the endeavours 
of all sections of the industry to reduce 
building costs. 

‘In 1952, at the invitation of the Minister 
of Works, the RIBA, the RICS and the 
NFBTE established a joint committee to 
examine tendering procedure and, in their 
report, the Committee recommend that the 
schedule of ratios between numbers of 
tenders and cost of works should be as 
follows:—“ For contracts below £500, four 
firms; between £500 and £10,000, six firms; 
between £10,000 and £50,000, eight firms; 
between £50,000 and £200,000, ten firms; over 
£200,000, 12 firms.” According to informa- 
tion received, the cost of this contract is 
between £25,000 and £50,000 and your 
Council’s original decision to invite tenders 
from eight firms only is in accordance with 
the procedure referred to above.’ 

The Association spokesman goes on: ‘ The 
recommendations of the Committee on 
Tendering, known generally as the Howard 
Robertson Committee, were accepted by the 
whole of the building industry as being fair 
and equitable to building owners, the pro- 
fessions and builders. My Council has in- 
structed me to ask that this matter be con- 
sidered by your Council with a view to them 
adopting the procedure recommended which 
is held to be in the best interests of building 
owners.” 

A Chigwell Council spokesman said that 
the Council had, on the advice of its archi- 
tects, originally selected eight firms to submit 
tenders. Later, however, councillors decided 
to. ask all 28 firms who had answered the 
advertisement to tender. 


Foremanship Certificate 
Presentations 


MR. N. S. FARROW, president of the 

LMBA, presented Certificates to those 
Who had been successful in the first two 
two-year courses in Foremanship Studies 
organised by the Brixton Schoo] of Building 
and held at Westminster Technical College. 
Mr. H. J. Adams, OBE, chairman of the 
Governors at Brixton, presided at the pre- 
sentation which was held in the LMBA 
Council Chamber on February 17. 











Congratulating the recipients, MR. FARROW 
said they all recognised the key position of 
the general foreman in the building industry, 
and during the coming year the LMBA 
Education Committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Woodbine Parish, was going to 
look very closely at the problem of fore- 
manship training. 

General foremen must be trained to do 
their job efficiently and economically, and 
they wanted to try to encourage and co- 
ordinate and increase the number of courses 
of all kinds for them. These, they hoped, 
would consist of: A two-years certificated 
City and Guilds course; preparatory courses 
for this, which would prepare those who had 
not the necessary qualifications to take the 
certificated course; short intensive courses, 
with, if ‘possible, residential week-end 
courses, where foremen might bring them- 
selves up to date and exchange ideas by dis- 
cussion. 

“We are doing this,’ said Mr. Farrow, 
‘because we believe that the success of this 
country depends upon a higher degree of 
supervisory skill than we are at present pre- 
pared to admit. Training in Germany and 
other Continental countries is much higher.’ 
He went on to urge them to continue study- 
ing in their own interest and that of the 
industry. 


FIRM PRICE TENDERING 


Joint Consultative Committee’s 
Views 


HE Joint Consultative Committee of 

Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders have been studying the two state- 
ments on firm price tendering, issued by the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in July and November last year, 
in relation to the JCC’s earlier document, 
‘Plan Before You Build,’ and the Govern- 
ment’s firm price tendering policy. 

The JCC welcome the Federation’s 
initiative in preparing and issuing the state- 
ments and consider that they make a 
valuable contribution to tendering and con- 
tract procedure and that the guidance and 
advice they contain are of first importance 
in executing firm price building contracts 
efficiently and economically. 

The Committee wish particularly to 
emphasise to Government Departments, 
local authorities, and all other building 
owners and agencies responsible for the 
placing of contracts, the relevance and 
importance of the following points included 
in the three documents:— 


1. Time spent in construction is more 
costly than time spent preparing for it. 
Money is saved by thorough preliminary 
planning. In his own interests, and in the 
interests of all concerned, the building owner 
must realise that any change of mind after 
work has commenced will be costly in both 
money and time to an extent which can be 
out of all proportion to the benefits derived 
from the alteration. 

2. Tenders should be open for acceptance 
within two months, after which they should 
be subject to confirmation or adjustment by 
the Contractor. 

3. There must be strict adherence to the 
terms of the contract and complete documen- 
tation, which includes—at the planning 
stage:— 
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(a) Bills of Quantities prepared in 
accordance with the principles of the 
Standard Method of Measurement from 
the proposed contract drawings. 

(b) A site plan. 

(c) ¢ in. Scale drawings. 

(d) All such details and drawings as 
may be necessary to enable the contractor 
to commence the Works. 

(e) An adequate Specification. 

4. To ensure that the Contractor pur- 
sues the correct course in carrying out the 
contract according to its intent and meaning, 
the Architect should be informed—as early 
as possible after the contract is placed—not 
only of the Contractor’s time and progress 
schedule, but also what he requires from the 
Architect to enable him to comply with that 
schedule. 


SOUTHERN COUNTIES 
FEDERATION 


Presentation of President’s Jewel 
to Horsham Association 


Mr. S. J. BARKER (senior vice-president) 
and Mr. A. R. RepForD (hon treasurer), of 
the Southern Counties Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, who were recently 
elected life members of the Horsham and 
District Association of Building Trades 
Employers, presented a president’s jewel of 
office to the Association on February 17. 

At the presentation, the president, Mr. 
P. F. Hitvier, LIOB, received, and was for- 
mally invested with, the jewel of office on 
behalf of the Association. 


‘One Third of Members Training 
Apprentices’ 

FiGuRES just published by the Southern 
Counties Federation indicate that many of 
their members are responding to appeals 
calling for continued support in the recruit- 
ment and training of apprentices. 

These figures show that more than one- 
third, or 1,000 out of a total of just under 
3.000 federated builders, are employing 
apprentices of all trades; 5,568 apprentices 
are now working in the region, of whom 
1,129 were indentured in 1957. 


WORK IN COMPRESSED AIR 


New Special Regulations 


Mr. IAIN MACLEOD, Minister of Labour 
and National Service, has now published 
‘The Work in Compressed Air Special 
Regulations’ (HMSO, price 8d.), which 
require special measures to be taken to pro- 
tect the health and safety of men employed 
on work in compressed air. The regulations 
were laid before Parliament on January 21, 
and will come into operation on April 21. 

The regulations were discussed in detail 
with interested organisations before they 
were published as a draft on August 2, 1957. 
A number of observations were received on 
the published draft, but all outstanding 
points have now been resolved. 

What the Regulations Provide—The new 
regulations are designed to ensure that close 
attention is paid to the health and safety of 
those working in compressed air and, in 
particular, that correct control and super- 
vision is exercised over procedures, both in 
compression and decompression. Detailed 
rules for these procedures are contained in 
a schedule to the regulations. 





NEWS IN BRIEF 
Royal Commission Investigations 


MHE Royal Commission on _ Local 

Government in Greater London have 
written to all the local authorities in the 
area, explaining how the Commission pro- 
pose to begin their investigations and invit- 
ing the local authorities to submit evidence. 
The letter states that’ the Commission wish 
first of all to see how ‘the present arrange- 
ments are working in some of the main local 
authority functions such as education, en- 
vironmental health services, housing, per- 
sonal health and welfare services, town and 
country planning, and traffic. 

The Commission are also prepared to 
receive evidence from members of the 
public. Any person who wishes to do so 
should send his evidence in writing to the 
Secretary of the Commission, Mr. J. R. 
Niven, at Sanctuary Buildings, 16, Great 
Smith-street, SW1. 


Sir James Swinburne 


Sir James Swinburne, FRS, celebrates his 
hundredth birthday today (Friday). Sir 
James, who until 1953 was chairman of 
Bakelite, Ltd., and who is now hon. presi- 
dent of the company, is a distinguished 
engineer and one of the world’s pioneers in 
the field of synthetic resins. In addition to 
being a Fellow of the Royal Society, he is 
past-president of the Institution of Electri- 
cal Engineers, a past-president of the 
Faraday Society, and a member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers. He has 
always been interested in sociology, and 
among his publications is the work ‘ Popu- 
lation and the Social Problem.’ 


Council’s Deputation to Minister 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government is to be asked by Egham 
(Surrey) Council to receive a deputation to 
bring to his notice the pressing need for 
amending legislation to deal with cases 
where a use of property is commenced 
without planning permission. 


Research Council Appointment 


Mr. W. L. Heywood has resigned from 
the Council for Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search on taking up an appointment as a 
member of the Restrictive Practices Court. 
The Lord President of the Council has 
appointed as his successor Mr. Lewis T. 
Wright, general secretary of the Amalga- 
mated Weavers’ Association. 


Cheaper Loans to LA’s 


The Treasury announce that loans 
advanced to local authorities from the Local 
Loans Fund from February 25 until further 
notice shall carry the following rates of 
interest (present rates in parentheses): Loans 
for not more than five years, 64 per cent. 
(74); loans for more than five years but not 
more than 15 years, 64 per cent. (63); loans 
for more than 15 years, 6} per cent. (63). 
The rates of interest on existing loans are 
unaffected.

Unemployment in the Midlands 


At a meeting in Birmingham of the 
Midland Regional Board for Industry on 
February 18, Mr. J. W. Eldridge, Regional 
Controller for the Ministry of Labour, said 
that despite what was being said about the 
employment position in the Midlands build- 
ing industry it was better in January this 
year than in January 1957. At the moment 
in the industry there were about 2,900 men 
unemployed, he said, compared with 3,400 
in January 1957 and there were 575 vacant 
building jobs compared with 354 a year 
earlier. There were, however, pockets of 
unemployment in the industry, North 
Staffordshire was one of them. 


Protest Over Police Houses 


A protest against what he called a pro- 
posal ‘to bring police houses down to the 
standard of council houses’ was made by 
Councillor E. B. Holloway at a recent meet- 
ing of the Worcestershire standing joint 
Committee. The committee decided to save 
£150 on every police house built within the 
next two years by having lower ceilings, 
cheaper floors and no bedroom fireplaces. 
Councillor Holloway said they should put 
their police into houses with some dignity 
appropriate to what was often their status 
as village police stations. Under this new 
scheme 60 sub-standard police houses would 
be built in the next two years and mainten- 
ance costs would rise. The chairman, Ald. 
Martin Bigwood, said that they had had 
the advice of the county council’s archi- 
tect in considering this matter and Ald. 
Francis Rose stated that there was no ques- 
tion of these houses being sub-standard. 


PRACTICE PROCEDURE 
JCC Recommendations 


THE Joint CONSULTATIVE COMMITTEE of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
have issued the following procedure notes: 

Issue of Bills of Quantities: It has been 
brought to the, notice of the Committee 
that there is an increase in the practice of 
issuing bills of quantities in sections over 
a period after a date for submission of 
tenders has been fixed. 

The Committee recommend that, save ex- 
ceptional circumstances, the whole of the 
bill should be issued to the tenderer before 
the date for the submission of tenders. In 
the very limited number of instances where 
this is impossible, adequate time should be 
allowed, after the issue of all relevant docu- 
ments, for the contractor to give proper con- 
sideration to them before submitting his 
tender. 

Prime Cost Items: The Committee are 
concerned at the large proportion of pro- 
visional sum items appearing in contracts. 
The Committee feel that an excessive number 
of these sums is often evidence of a failure 
adequately to plan in advance and they 
strongly recommend that such sums should 
be reduced to a minimum in the interests of 
more efficient, and therefore less expensive, 
building. 
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NATIONAL HEALTH WAGES 
Increases for Craftsmen 





THE Builders’ Committee of the Ancillary 
Staffs Council, Whitley Councils for the 
Health Services (Great Britain), has agreed 
that the rates of pay of building craftsmen 
and labourers be increased by one penny 
an hour as from February 3, with conse- 
quential increases in the rates of pay of 
chargehands and foremen. The Committee 
has also agreed to the payment of a too] 
allowance of twopence a day to bricklayers 
and bricklayer apprentices. 

The Professional and Technical Coungijj 
“B” have agreed to include provision for 
the payment of long hour gratuities in the 
conditions of service of building supervisors, 
Paragraph 9 of PTB Circular 61 is to be 
extended with effect from January 1 as 
follows: Where the number of hours worked 
with the approval of the employing 
authority averaged over a period of six 
consecutive months is 45 or more per week, 
a gratuity shall be payable at the rates shown 
below, but the building supervisor shall not 
qualify for a further gratuity until the 
average over a further six months’ period 
is found to be 45 or more hours a week. 
Rates equal 64 per cent. of salary for 45 
or more hours net, 10 per cent. of salary 
for over 48 hours net. Net hours worked 
exclude meal or other reliefs allowed weekly. 


TRANSPORT ABLE 
CLASSROOMS 


Hampshire EC Proposals 


HAMPSHIRE EDUCATION COMMITTEE is 
seeking the approval of the Minister of 
Education to the purchase of transportable 
classrooms. With this system a complete 
primary school providing accommodation for 
320 children can, it is claimed, be built ata 
net place cost of about £75, which compares 
with the Minister of Education’s limit of 
£154 per place. 

A report from the county committee says 
that if and when the Minister’s approval is 
obtained, the committee propose to invite 
specialist firms to submit quotations, together 
with plans and specifications for the pro- 
vision of a school.

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Some Comparisons Between Scottish and 


English Building Organisation and Method 


By Dr. N. C. SIDWELL, MSc, PhD, MIStructE, ARICS 


most English people are surprisingly 

unaware of the many important 
differences between their own customs 
and practices and those which exist in 
Scotland. It would probably be fair to 
say that the average Englishman regards 
Scotland in the same way as he regards 
Yorkshire or Lancashire or any other 
large English county. He knows, of 
course, that the Scots make whisky, eat 
haggis and porridge, and often sport the 
kilt, but beyond this and a reputation 
for canniness where money is concerned 
the Englishman looks upon the Scot as 
being little different in outlook and habit 
from a Geordie, a Devonian or a Cock- 
ney. 

Scotland is a justifiably proud nation 
and is very jealous of its pronounced 
national characteristics. As a conse- 
quence of this Scotsmen feel a pardon- 
able annoyance when English people talk 
of things which they describe as English 
when really they mean British. This is 
frequently done by eminent statesmen 
who ought to know better. They are un- 
conscious of causing offence to the Scots, 
of course, and in most cases there is little 
harm done. 

Nevertheless, there have been many in- 
stances where ignorance of Scottish prac- 
tices and institutions has caused serious 
omissions and misunderstandings and it 
is mainly because of this that this article 
has been written—with special reference 
to building organisation and method. 


Separate Law Systems 


Many important differences between 
the two countries are due in some part to 
the existence of separate law systems. 
The Scottish system, based on Roman 
law, was introduced into Scotland many 
years ago before the Scots were united 
with the English under a single monarchy. 
This was due to Scottish law students 
attending universities in France and other 
parts of Europe, and has thus brought 
about a system of legal rules and proce- 
dure governing the disposition of landed 
property in Scotland which is quite dif- 
ferent to the law of property in Eng- 
land. Most of the legal terminology is 
different. For example, what is known 
as an auction in England is a ‘roup’ in 
Scotland, and the Scottish for the English 
term mortgage is ‘ bond.’ 

The feudal system of land tenure has 
persisted in Scotland to the extent that it 
is very seldom indeed that land is offered 
for sale freé of feu-duty (or freehold). 
Feu-duty is similar to chief-rent in Eng- 
land and is payable in perpetuity. Per- 
haps the only good thing that can be said 
in favour of this burden of feu-duty 
Which is widespread throughout Scotland 
is that the person known as the Superior 
or Feuar, to whom the occupier of the 
land (known as the Vassalf pays his feu- 
duty, may occasionally take the trouble 
to see that the terms of fhe original feu 
charter are fulfilled. 





A good feu charter operates in much 
the same way as restrictive covenants in 
an English lease serve to protect the 
rights of the lessor and lessee alike, 
and the feu charter in Scotland may still 
be a potent force in supplementing and 
reinforcing the existing planning powers. 
Indeed, looking back to the era when 
planning legislation was unknown, there 
is little doubt that the feu charter has 
done much to preserve, for posterity it is 
hoped, the incomparable beauty of the 
West End of Edinburgh with its delight- 
fully planned squares and gardens. 


Scottish Mode of Measurement 


These peculiarities in Scottish law lead 
one to the rules affecting the Scottish 
surveyor. The quantity surveyor in Scot- 
land does not base his work on the Eng- 
lish Method of Measurement. His code 
of reference is the Scottish Mode of 
Measurement, which is substantially dif- 
ferent to the English method in that the 
‘taking off’ from drawings is done trade 
by trade; and this is a more lengthy pro- 
cess because the drawings have to be 
“gone over’ once for each trade as each 
item is extended to lineal, super, cube or 
number. Against this, however, the Eng- 
lish operation of abstracting is eliminated. 

The differences between the Scottish 
and English methods would take up some 
time to explain in detail, but it may be 
accepted that the existence of these two 
separate methods of measurement in 
countries so close together and subject 
to one central form of government does 
indeed create difficulties. The Admiralty 
and other Service Departments through- 
out Scotland employ Scottish quantity 
surveyors who perforce have to learn and 
use the English Method of Measurement. 
A Scottish quantity surveyor is clearly 
at a disadvantage where these central 
government departments extend into his 
own country, and outside his own country 
the disadvantages are more marked be- 
cause he must learn to use the English 
method if he wants to practise anywhere 
in England. 

In examinations set in London, for 
example, the Institute of Builders and the 
City and Guilds of London Institute, the 
examiners are usually Englishmen experi- 
enced in the English Standard Method of 
Measurement and their papers naturally 
reflect this, although it must be said in 
fairness to these examining bodies that 
provided the Scottish candidate declares 
his nationality at the top of his examina- 
tion script the examiner will take the dif- 
ference of training into account. 

It is some years now since the Scottish 
Faculty of Surveyors amalgamated with 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution. To- 
day the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors has a large number of Scottish 
members and there is a Scottish branch 
of the Institution with an assistant secre- 
tary (Scotland) quartered at Edinburgh 
and serving no fewer than five sub- 
branches representing all Scotland. And 
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in recognition of the special differences 
between Scottish and English building 
methods there is a Scottish Education 
Committee responsible for all educa- 
tional aspects, including the conduct and 
assessment of a considerable number of 
separate Scottish examination papers set 
at examinations held annually in Edin- 
burgh. 

Scottish architects have retained their 
own institution, the Royal Incorporation 
of Architects in Scotland with its head- 
quarters in Rutland-square, Edinburgh. 
The RIAS is well represented on all com- 
mittees and organisations which have to 
do with the Scottish building industry and 
has done much to foster and encourage 
the Scottish Chapter of the Institute of 
Clerks of Works by allowing its premises 
to be used by the ICW for examinations 
and meetings. Here again the Scottish 
clerks of works have convinced the cen- 
tral examining committee based at Lon- 
don of the need for Scottish appraisal 
and assessment of all examination papers 
likely to be takén by candidates in Scot- 
land and further there is a feeling in the 
Scottish Chapter that there may be some 
justification at some future date for one 
or two separate papers to be set in Scot- 
land in line with RICS procedure. 

In a general article of this kind time 
does not. permit more than a brief refer- 
ence to the Scottish building industry and 
to the many differences which exist be- 
tween it and the English organisation. To 
begin with, both Scottish employers and 
operatives have their own separate 
national organisations—the Scottish 
NFBTE and the Scottish NFBTO. This 
is not generally known in England and 
it is an understandably sore point with 
these organisations when supposedly 
national (British) committees on building 
matters are set up and, as it may happen, 
no representative members of these 
organisations are invited to serve on such 
committees. 

What is probably the most remarkable 
aspect of the Scottish industrial pattern 
is the large number of small single-trade 
firms as compared with the more com- 
prehensively equipped firms carrying at 
least three trade groupings within one 
organisation. Anyone familiar with the 
building industry in England coming into 
contact with the Scottish organisation for 
the first time could not fail to be im- 
pressed by the number of firms specialis- 
ing only in brickwork, or joinery, or 
plumbing. 


Small Jobbing Businesses 


There are, of course, a very great num- 
ber of small jobbing businesses in Eng- 
land together with the usual run of 
joiners and undertakers or plumbers and 
decorators. But it is traditional ia Eng- 
land for the local builder, whether in a 
large or a small way, to employ at least 
the three basic trades within his organisa- 
tion. This is not so in Scotland and it 
would be no exaggeration to say that in 
Edinburgh alone the contracting firms 
combining all trades are in a very con- 
siderable minority. 

Although there is no obvious explana- 
tion of this quite striking difference in 
contracting organisation as between the 
two countries, there is little doubt that 
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this large number of single-trade firms in 
Scotland is responsible for forms of ten- 
dering and contracting procedure that 
would seem very odd to any contractor 
accustomed to English methods. 

Broadly speaking, the single-trade con- 
tractor in Scotland operates in two ways: 
(1) as a sub-contractor under a main 
contractor, or (2) as a contractor in his 
own right, working side by side with 
other trades contractors. The first method 
will be quite familiar to English contrac- 
tors, but the second method is peculiarly 
Scottish and is very popular with local 
authorities in connection with new hous- 
ing contracts. 


It is quite usual for a local authority 
to invite tenders for work on the basis of 
separate trades, and the Scottish quantity 
surveyor will often prepare trade sections 
of his Schedule of Quantities, bound 
separately and centaining the common 
pages on Preliminaries, Conditions, etc. 
These separate documents are issued to 
brickwork, joiner, plumber, plasterer, 
painter contractors, etc., and then the 
lowest tender in each trade grouping is 
taken out and its amount totalled up with 
the others. It is claimed that this system 
of contracting is popular with the general 
run of local authorities because it usually 
produces the lowest tender, often to the 
extent of 5 per cent. below the lowest 
comprehensive contractor’s tender. 


Responsibility for Co-ordination 


The immediate reaction of any English 
architect, surveyor or builder reading this 
might well be to ask a number of ques- 
tions such as ‘ who is responsible for the 
co-ordination of all these separate 
trades contractors so that a smooth, con- 
tinuous sequence of work is maintained? 
Who settles the arguments as and when 
they arise? Who uses whose scaffolding? 
Who prevents the inevitable overlapping 
and wastefulness due to the transport and 
storage of materials and plant common 
to more than one trade? And whom can 
one penalise for undue delays or qualities 
of work which have proved to be below 
standard? ’” 


The answer to most of these questions 
is that in Scotland the architect is ulti- 
mately responsible and although he 
doesn’t like it and certainly receives no 
extra fee for it, he it is who runs this 
type of contract, often through the clerk 
of works. Indeed, the Scottish Chapter 
of the Institute of Clerks of Works have 
taken great exception to this system of 
contracting which tends to combine the 
function of the clerk of works with that 
of general foreman! 


The influence of these large numbers 
of single-trade contractors does not end 
with these (to the English) unusual 
methods of contracting and tendering. 
Because there are so few ‘all round’ 
firms there is little demand for general 
foremen. There is no organisation of 
builders’ foremen in Scotland, and 
although courses in foremanship train- 
ing are regularly offered at the various 
Scottish technical colleges the response is 
practically negligible. For the same 
reason, managerial courses have little 
attraction for the general run of Scottish 
builders. 


The scaffolding arrangements on the 
average housing scheme in Scotland are 
often somewhat sketchy and could rarely 
be described as adequate by English 
standards. In most English building above 
single-storey it is usual for a proper sys- 
tem of external scaffolding to be set out 
by a competent workman, usually a 
labourer who has been trained in the 
work, and the first ‘lift’ is ready for the 
bricklayers when the walling has risen 
some 5 ft. or so. The scaffolding is gener- 
ally a minimum of five planks in width 
and is carried up as the work progresses 
to eaves level with a supplementary scaf- 
folding for chimneys and gables. All the 
scaffolding remains in place until all 
trades have discharged their several 
functions. 

In Scotland the arrangement all too 
often is for each of the separate trades 
contractors to fend for himself, and this 
may result in makeshift provisions that 
are certainly not in accordance with 
safety regulations and must present a 
problem for HM Inspectors. The brick- 
work contractor builds up from ground 
level and by using trestles and planks he 
completes the walling up to the level of 
the first-floor joists. 

Then after the joiner has placed the 
joists in position the bricklayers spread 
their planks over the floor joists and pro- 
ceed to build the external walls ‘ over- 
hand’ until the trestles are brought in 
again to permit this ‘ overhand ’ working 
up to wallplate. It is at this point 
that the joiner has to fix the ceiling joists 
on the wallplate so that the bricklayers 
can carry on with ‘topping out,’ again 
hauling their trestles and planks up with 
them. 

The methods employed by the inde- 
pendent plumbing contractors, and the 
slater (who in Scotland is also responsible 
for external wall renderings), vary from 
combinations of long and short ladders, 
brackets and planks to tubular steel scaf- 
folding. The improvisation and ingenuity 
displayed in a bewildering variety of these 
forms of external scaffolding are expres-

fold which has only to serve the particy. 
lar tradesmen responsible for it. 

These few notes on this comparatively 
minor issue of scaffolding may serve tg 
illustrate how, in this system of separate 
trades contracting, each contractor js 
intent only on his own job. If he has q 
trench to fill in, a board to nail in posi- 
tion, or a hole to brick up, he completes 
his work even though he may know quite 
well that the trench may have to be ex. 
cavated again for a following trade or 
for the same reason the board will have 
to be prised off and the hole in the 
brickwork reopened. There-can be scant 
respect paid to other tradespeople’s work 
when it stands in the way of the indi- 
vidual craftsman who has to comple‘e his 
task and move on. 


‘ Inevitable Lapses’ 


If he is unco-operative in his relation- 
ship with another craftsman, who shall 
reprimand him? Certainly not his em- 
ployer if he is getting on with his own 
job. And in the absence of the general 
foreman, is it likely that the architect or 
his assistant will be present on the site 
at the precise moment when these inevit- 
able lapses occur? 

Scotland’s building material resources 
compare unfavourably against those in 
England. It is true, of course, that 
natural stone is available almost every- 
where in Scotland, but the high cost of 
building in stone, confirmed beyond 
argument by the BRS Survey in 1950, has 
led to the closure of most of the famous 
Scottish quarries. The sandstone in Scot- 
land is hard and the beds dip sharply; 
as a consequence of this it is difficult to 
apply new techniques designed to win 
stone more economically. 

There are architects in Scotland who 
prophesy a Renaissance in the art and 
habit of building in natural stone. Many 
architects, including Professor Matthew, 
try to introduce at least a limited amount 
of natural stone walling in every Scottish 
building they design, and the Hydro- 
Electricity Board are making every en- 
deavour to revive the stone quarrying and 
stone building industries in the North and 
West of Scotland by using local stone 
wherever possible in building power 
stations, sub-stations and staff accommo- 
dation. The Board have built or are 
building sixteen generating stations of 
stone and some ninety staff houses, but 
most of these buildings are in the High- 
lands, where the cost of transporting 
brick is prohibitive. 

With the decline of the use of stone in 
Scottish buildings there has naturally 
been a compensating development in the 
use of bricks, but this development has 
been rather slow, due to limited deposits 
ef good brick clay in Scotland. These 
isolated deposits provide a clay from 
whigh a good engineering type of brick 
can be made, but the number produced 
is insignificant against the total number 
required annually in the Scottish build- 
ing industry. 

Part of the balance is made up by local 
production of composition bricks from 
clays extracted in the process of coal 
mining or bricks made from spent shales 
mixed with other aggregates and bound

by cement or lime; the remainder of the 
balance is made up by facing bricks 
imported from England. These facing 
bricks prove to be very expensive when 
the considerable transport costs are 
added. 

The local production of cement in 
Scotland is barely sufficient to meet one- 
quarter of the overall demand and this 
means that the balance must come from 
England, generally by sea. This arrange- 
ment works well enough when there is 
no shortage of supply in England, but 
when such a shortage occurs it often falls 
to Scotland to obtain temporary supplies 
of cement by sea from Belgium or Ger- 
many or even Sweden. This has not hap- 
pened for some years now, but the possi- 
bility is always there and foreign cement 
may be costly and varying in quality. 

Practically all the slates and tiles used 
in new building work in Scotland are im- 
poried from England or Wales. There 
used to be quite a good local supply of 
roofing slates from a quarry at Balla- 
chulish in the NW. of Scotland, but it 
has now ceased to operate. 


Lack of Good Facing Bricks 


Cf the building material shortages 
which have been mentioned, the lack of 
good Scottish facing bricks is probably 
the most serious. The vacuum caused 
by the withdrawal from the building 
scene Of so many of Scotland’s superb 
craftsmen in stone has never been satis- 
factorily filled by the Scottish craftsman 
in brick. This is not to say that there 
is not in Scotland a positive but gradual 
process of evolution from first-class 
masonry to first-class brickwork, but any- 
one who has seen the dreary acres of 
newly built barrack-like tenements, with 
drab harled (rough-cast) walls, which 
encircle all the Scottish cities, would be 
excused for thinking that Scotland has a 
long way to go even to approach the 
accepted English tradition of craftsman- 
ship in brickwork. 

The fault does not lie entirely with the 
Scottish bricklayer.- There is in Scotland 
a branch of the Guild of Bricklayers 
whose members are doing all they can to 
alter this state of affairs. But there is a 
vicious circle made up from the factors: 
(a) lack of good facing bricks, (b) lack 
of good craftsmen skilled in facing work. 
(c) the Scottish habit of building external 
walls overhand and (d) the reluctance of 
Scottish architects to specify claddings of 
good facing bricks, 

There are differences in Scottish and 
English practices in other building crafts, 
apart from the bricklayer. Timber sizes 
in Scottish floors and roofs tend to be 
rather more substantial than the sizes 
which are accepted as usual in English 
construction. One rarely sees anything 
less than a 4 in. x 2 in. for a rafter in 
the cheapest roof, and instead of purlins 
the Scottish carpenter prefers the more 
costly method of collars and struts sup- 
porting each rafter span. Oddly enough. 
the wallplate in a Scottish roof is rarely 
stiffer than 4 in. by 2 in., and it is not 
unusual to see a 1 in. thickness of wall- 
plate used. 

Altogether, the Scottish roof is more 
solidly constructed than is usual in Eng- 
land. Traditionally there is a preference 
for a massive wall-head of stone, -in-

situ. concrete or precast concrete, sur- 
mounting and sealing the final courses of 
brickwork and providing a solid ‘ring 
beam’ support for the roof structure. 
Then in ‘addition to the generous timber 
sizes already mentioned there is the roof 
sarking which, on the cheapest of roof 
construction, is rarely omitted in Scot- 
land. For hundreds of years the roof 
of the merest cottage, with its 64 in. by 
24 in. common rafters, has been cross- 
braced and stiffened by sarking boards, 
usually about 7 in. by 1 in. butt-edged. 
In modern low-cost housing the sarking 
is commonly 4 in. insulation board, 
counter-battened for tiles. 


Plumbing and drainage methods in 
Scotland are generally more elaborate 
than in England. Surface water and foul 
water drainage are usually combined and 
quite often there is a curious requirement 
by local authorities for a water seal 
between the underground drain carrying 
soapy wastes and the drain connecting 
with soil fitments. This leads to a number 
of buried traps in all kinds of odd places 
and quite often the only means of access 
to these traps is by a vertical plunging 
eye. 

—— local authorities will tolerate the 
open gulley or hopper head reception of 
soapy wastes which is so common in 
England, for they consider that this is a 
very low standard of sanitation indeed. 
Rainwater down-pipes joint up with 
trapped ware fitments ai ground level and 
it is unusual to see these fitments pro- 
vided. with a grid, access being through 
a handhole at the base of the rainwater 
pipe. Yard gulleys tend to be discour- 
aged in domestic drainage systems; the 
general policy is to achieve a completely 
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closed underground 
system of drainage to 
which only the plumber 
has access, and there is 
obviously much to be said 
for this, even if the house- 
wife has to empty pails of 
slops down the sanitary fit- 
ments. 

It is in the ventilation or 
anti-siphonage arrange- 
ments in ordinary two- 
storey housing work that 
the plumbing work might 
appear to the average 
English plumber to be un- 
necessarily elaborate. All 
soil and waste pipes in 
each house unit are car- 
ried up above eaves level 
as separate ventpipes. 
For example, a terrace of 
six houses would have a 
minimum of twelve expen- 
sive cast-iron pipes all pro- 
jecting above eaves level— 
a costly and unattractive 
addition to any elevation 
of a well-designed build- 
ing. 

There are many hun- 
dreds of craft terms in the 
Scottish building industry 
which are in current use 
and have little in common 
with the English term for 
the same component or 
constructional process. It 
is not so long ago since The Builder 
printed a ‘Scottish Glossary of Craft 
Terms’ in which over 250 Scottish 
craft terms were listed. To quote a few 
examples: the Scottish for a glazing bar 
is an astragal, and likewise a sprocket 
is a bellcast piece, a pad or wooden slip 
built in the wall for the joiner is a bilgate, 
the process known as plugging is called 
dooking and a plugging chisel is called 
a dooking iron. A dormer cheek is a 
haffet, a header stone in the jamb of an 
opening is an inband rybat, a half-round 
eaves gutter is a rhone and the process. 
of cutting an opening through a wall is 
termed a slapping. And there are, of 
course, many Scottish terms which have 
no English equivalent because they de- 
scribe forms of construction which are 
unknown in England.

A Trades Variation 


Slating and tiling methods are much 
the same in Scotland as in England, but 
the remarkable thing is that the slater 
and tiler is responsible for all external 
renderings, roughcast, or other similar 
finishes to the external walling. The 
plasterer operates only inside the build- 
ing. Whilst this has always been accepted 
in Scotland, it has certainly created a 
difficulty for those in the City and Guilds 
of London Institute who are responsible 
for writing syllabuses and conducting 
examinations in slating and tiling on a 
broad national basis (or should cne say 
international basis when it includes the 
Scottish nation?). This mention of edu- 
cational difficulties leads on to a com- 
parison of technical education in the two 
countries. Scotland has long rested on 
the laurels gained many years ago in the- 
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general sphere of education, but so far as 
technical education goes the 1956 White 
Paper on Technical Education has quite 
definitely shown up a number of serious 
deficiencies in the lower and middle 
ranges of Scottish technical education as 
compared with progress in England. 

The pattern of technical education in 
Scotland is different in many ways to that 
existing in England. First there are the 
large colleges in Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, Aberdeen and Paisley which are 
called central institutions. These colleges 
have always been mainly concerned with 
full-time courses in technology, and in 
certain colleges these courses are linked 
with university courses. For example, 
the Royal College of Science and Tech- 
nology, Glasgow, and the Heriot-Watt 
College, Edinburgh, are affiliated with 
their respective universities and a number 
of their heads of departments enjoy pro- 
fessorial status. In some cases the college 
and university may have a joint depart- 
ment under a single head who is both a 
professor in the university and in the 
central institution. 

In addition to these central institutions 
there are schools of engineering, building, 
etc., which are mainly responsible for 
craft instruction. There are practically 
no: comprehensive technical colleges 
similar to the great majority in England 
where craft courses run parallel with 
national certificate courses. The general 
attitude in Scotland towards national 
certificate courses in building seems to 
be that it is a kind of special course 
which is made available in the evenings 
to any ambitious craftsman or building 
worker who wants to use his spare time 
to advance his own prospects in the in- 
dustry. There are few, no more than 
three, day-release courses in the whole of 
Scotland, leading to a national certificate 
in building—a mere handful of some 60 
or so favoured students in a Scottish 
population of five million! There is, for 
example, no day-release national certifi- 
cate course available for building 
students in Edinburgh, a city with a popu- 
lation of nearly 500,000. 


Assessing Deficiencies 


It should not be inferred from these 
statistics on higher education in building 
that Scotland is bereft of enthusiastic 
employers and educationists who are cap- 
able of assessing these deficiencies and 
can plan and work a change in the atti- 
tude of the Scottish building industry. 
There is the Scottish Association of 
Building Education, formed in 1950 and 
composed of teachers, employers, opera- 
tives and representatives of the Scottish 
Education Department which is making 
steady progress with its open conferences, 
committees and other activities towards 
a better understanding within the indus- 
try of the urgent need for more enlight- 
ened training programmes and a sharp 
increase in the pace of technological 
development. 

An exhaustive survey of the many 
examples of Scottish influences on the 
structure and working of its building in- 
dustry as compared with the situation in 
England would provide sufficient material 
to fill several volumes. In these scattered 
notes the author is conscious of many 












omissions—for example, there is no 
mention of the Scottish equivalent of the 
English GCE—the Scottish Leaving Cer- 
tificate which is proving so difficult to 
equate to Ordinary and Higher GCE 
levels when it comes to university or pro- 
fessional entrance examinations. Again 
there is no mention of the considerable 
measure of devolution of the central 
Government authority in Scotland where 
there is at St. Andrew’s House in Edin- 
burgh the Departments of Health, Educa- 
tion, Agriculture, etc., all directly respon- 
sible to the government of the day 
through the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land. This devolution, particularly with 
respect to the Department of Education, 
is responsible for the existence of other 
committees or groups which act as the 
Scottish counterpart to similar bodies in 
England. 

The newly constituted Board of Build- 


’ ing Education has two members from 


Scotland. One representative is from the 
Scottish NFBTE and one from the 
Scottish Education Department. This is 
probably the best that Scotland can hope 
for, although there is no Scottish repre- 
sentative from the-teaching profession to 
match the representation from the Asso- 
ciation of Teachers in technical institu- 
tions (in England). 

Perhaps these notes will have served 
to bring to the notice of the Sassenach 
below the Border some small indication 
of the real differences in building matters 
which exist between the two nations. If 
the existence of these differences is 
accepted then perhaps there may be 
fewer occasions in the future when we 
must say ‘ What about Scotland? ’ 


HOUSING THE AGED 


Talk at the Housing Centre 


rPHE need for more thought to be given 

to the provision of housing for old 
people was the chief theme of a talk given 
at the Housing Centre on January 21 by 
Mr. HuGH W. MELLOor, assistant secretary 
of the National Corporation for the Care of 
Old People. More long-term planning was 
necessary, more thinking about the housing 
standards for them which they like or dis- 
like. He also thought there should be more 
guidance available on building costs and 
how they could be reduced so that more 
dwellings could be provided for the same 
money. Rather more care, too, should be 
given to the human aspects of housing the 
aged. 

Mr. Mellor made and developed five main 
points which he believed should be con- 
sidered in providing the maximum conveni- 
ence of old people in their homes. _ First, 
their dwellings should not be too large. For 
far too many old people to-day the size of 
the dwelling they were living in was an 
embarrassment. The 1951 census showed 
that 63 per cent. of old people who were 
not living with families were occupying 
dwellings containing four or more rooms. 
He believed that proportion was at least as 
large now as it was when that census was 
taken. Many younger families were need- 
ing more space than they had. It was the 
experience of local authorities that transfers 
of old people to smaller accommodation 
were possible if handled tactfully. 
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Mr. Mellor’s second point was that ade. 
quate and easy sanitation was absolutely 
necessary. They should have piped water 
without having to share with others, also an 
easily available w.c. and bathroom, although 
he did not exclude these latter facilities 
being shared. These amenities should be 
provided on the same level as their norma] 
living accommodation. 

Another important point was that old 
people’s dwellings should not involve stairs 
at all. About one-third of all old people 
could not manage stairs. This implied bun. 
galows or ground-floor flats or some other 
accommodation where a lift was provided. 

Light and warmth were also important, 
The opinion of a number of medical officers 
of health was that if you could provide a 
little central heating for old folk you were 
often preventing the onset of bronchial 
troubles and keeping people away from the 
doctor for a long time. 

On the question of siting, Mr. Mellor said 
it was important that old people should be 
close to their grown-up children and fami- 
lies, close to facilities they were familiar 
with. This ideally might mean that they 
should be housed in localities where they 
had lived all their lives. 


No Indication of Demand 


Pointing out that, while the Ministry of 
Housing last year had issued two circulars 
to encourage authorities to provide dwel- 
lings for old people, no official indication 
had been given of just what the demand for 
such accommodation was likely to be in the 
near future. No radical thought had been 
given on a national basis as to what our 
stock of dwellings for old people should be 
and what such dwellings should include as 
the best housing for that purpose. The 
Ministry had given no encouragement to 
local authorities to make surveys of the need 
in their own localities. It was not enough 
to say that you could learn a lot from the 
housing waiting lists. These were often dis- 
torted in a number of ways. 

The report of the Seebohm Rowntree 
Committee in 1947 had suggested five per 
cent. as the extent of the proportion of 
housing required by old people. That figure 
was thought by many people to be too low 
—10 per cent. was suggested as being more 
nearly correct. 


As for quality, he thought most people 





- interested in housing were happy about what 


the Ministry and the local authorities were 
doing with regard to the design of most of 
the new dwellings being provided, but there 
was some confusion about smaller dwellings. 
He thought we had gone too far in encourag- 
ing the sharing of kitchens. 


The Department of Health for Scotland, 
he pointed out, would have none of this 
sharing in either conversion schemes or new 
dwellings. They did not permit the sharing 
of a w.c. or bathroom, let alone a kitchen. 
They were encouraging the provision of 
single-person bungalows with a different 
standard of accommodation from that being 
provided in this country. 


He considered it wasteful with present- 
day building costs to put old people living 
alone into a bungalow designed for occupa- 
tion by a couple. He thought local autho- 
rities should be encouraged more to go in 
for the conversion of larger houses for old 
people.

The first is being relentlessly applied 
ind its initial effects are being experi- 
anced. It will be generally agreed that 
i policy of ‘tight money’ is bound to 
fect building more seriously than any 
other industry because of its obvious 
viinerability to loan charges and _ its 
dependence on public authority spend- 
ing. Therefore the inevitable result must 
be the elimination of some part of the 
aisting labour force and the industrial 
resignations of a number of smaller con- 
actors. Indeed, such casualties are 
intended to occur as part of the entire 
yperation. (Mr. Hugh Molson, Minister 
of Works, has said ‘ the building industry 
will feel the effect of these new measures. 
It is intended that it should.’) 


Tactics Not Wholly Successful 


However, it is probable that Govern- 
mental tactics of this kind will not be 
wholly successful. It is all very well 
drastically to reduce the number of new 
local authority houses and to circum- 
scribe the speculative house builder by 
financial restrictions, but it is another 
thing to control the activities of the great 
financial and industrial combines: these 
have no need to borrow money (they are 
more likely to lend it) and are quite 
capable of financing their own capital 
investment. Certain nationalised indus- 
tries will also find it difficult to hold back 
new projects; for example, planning in 
relation to nuclear derived electricity, 
for instance, cannot be decelerated with- 
out damage to the entire 25-year pro- 
gramme, far in excess of temporary in- 
convenience or adjustment. 


Thus a return to the deep slump of the 
1930's is unlikely; some portion of the 
industry’s resources will remain fully 
engaged. Of these, the larger units would 
sem to be more favourably placed 
decause the type of project which will 
escape the consequences of the ‘ artificial 
depression’ will, on the whole, be neces- 
sarily big rather than small. We have, 
then, the prospect of both pruning. and 
4 greater concentration of forces—fewer 
units but also larger units. This is an 
ironic answer to the often repeated 
criticism by the trade unions that there 


are too many employers for the industry 
to become really efficient. 


Government’s Methods 
*‘Unselective’ 


The main objection of the operatives 
to the ‘ adjustments’ now being effected 
is that the instruments the Government 
has chosen are unselective: they are like 
choppers rather than the surgeon’s 
scalpel. (This, of course, being apart 
from political objections and the burden 
of unemployment.) Thus when the blows 
fall—as in many areas they are already 
falling—it is the strongest who will be 
able to resist and this does not neces- 
sarily mean the most useful to the 
national economy. Lush petrol stations 
embarrassingly adjacent to each other 
are not exactly a sensible deployment of 
building resources; neither are new tele- 
vision studios for urging people to buy 
more aspirins calculated to improve 
sterling balances. Precisely because we 
lack data on the condition of the indus- 
try, any assessment of the future is bound 
to be hedged with considerable qualifi- 
cations. In this connection the bonfire 
of forms of a few years ago included 
the quarterly returns required from all 
contracting firms—a step which those 
who sit on the National Consultative 
Council and the Building and Civil 
Engineering Regional Advisory Com- 
mittees of the Ministry of Works have 
reason to regret. However, it is reason- 
able to anticipate that some 10 per cent. 
of the present personnel will be redun- 
dant by the end of the year. Not all of 
these will be shown on the unemploy- 
ment registers for whilst there are alter- 
native jobs vacant most men will prefer 
to be in any work rather than remain 
unemployed. There is also emigration to 
be considered, and this may account for 
a growing proportion of the unwanted. 

The prototype of this can be seen at 
Barrow-in-Furness. Here building has 
very sharply declined, and a number of 
bricklayers and plasterers are employed 
in the shipyards as unskilled labourers. 
London is not the best vantage point to 
see what is going on because it is not 
likely that London itself will experience 
the full measure of the cuts. It is in the 
industrial areas where the ‘ adjustments’ 
will soon be manifest. 

There is bound to be waste — waste, 
that is, of ‘craftsmen on whom the 
industry has spent money to train. 
Moreover, it is the younger men who will 
more readily take up other trades or go 
abroad. Most of these will be perma- 
nently lost to the industry, and when the 
time comes to re-establish our comple- 
ment the task of training large numbers 
of apprentices will begin all over again 
in an age-heavy industry. The whole 
business is a depressing prospect, and 
one which both smaller contractors and 
operatives alike may feel particularly 
impotent to influence. Unknown and 
incomprehensible forces are at work 
which may seem to them as blind, omni- 
potent and inhuman; and adversity will 
strike sinners and saints with impartiality. 

Paradoxically enough, the trade 
unions will not necessarily suffer financial 
losses. It is true, of course, that they 
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face an inevitable fall in membership, 
but a cut-back in numbers also means a 
cut-back in commitments: their forces 
may therefore become more compact, 
albeit smaller, and discipline more easily 
maintained. To speak in this context of 
* weakening the unions’ is to misunder- 
stand their history, for it is no accident 
that some of the most turbulent periods 
of industrial conflict have occurred in 
times of economic recession. When men 
have little to lose, anyway, they are more 
inclined to militancy than docility. 

Trade union leadership will respond, 
as always, with a realistic appraisal of 
the general situation, and will seek to 
conserve rather than expand. We can 
expect an approach to each issue of 
extreme caution, and this is unfortunate 
when we consider that there were begin- 
ning to emerge from the chrysalis in 
relation ta technological development, 
work study and scientific management. In 
the localities the first reactions are 
already manifest. Liverpool operatives 
have placed an absolute ban on all over- 
time, and the North-West region of the 
NFBTO has issued instructions which 
seek to end systematic overtime. This 
and other action against overtime should 
meet with the approval of most 
employers, for they have consistently said 
that they are opposed to overtime fer 
overtime’s sake but have been driven to 
it by popular demand. 


Alerting the Movement 


Apart from these negative steps, union 
deputations to local authorities—notably 
in the North-East—are taking place with 
a view to securing the highest possible 
housing activity within the Government’s 
restrictions. The whole movement is 
thus becoming alerted to the rapidly 
worsening conditions. The forthcoming 
annual conferences will undoubtedly 
have motions on their agendas dealing 
with unemployment, and to most dele- 
gates this will be a new and strange sub- 
ject which they have only read about 
in their history books. It will be 
interesting to see what emerges from this 
apprenticeship to hard times. 


FEWER FATAL ACCIDENTS 
National President’s Statement 


Mr. C. P. HOWELLS, National President, 
speaking at the annual general meeting of 
the North Western Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, at Blackpool, on Feb- 
ruary 22, said: ‘There were 154 fatal 
building accidents last year. This is still 
a big figure, but it is 40 less than in 1956 
and it is, in fact, easily the lowest total 
since the war. This improvement shows 
that our safety campaign, in which my pre- 
decessor, Mr. Leonard Walden, gave such 
an energetic lead, and in which so many 
individual members have played an active 
part, is achieving results. We must not 
relax our efforts, however, for accidents 
—whether fatal or otherwise—are a reflec- 
tion on our efficiency and a burden on our 
industry we can well do without. 

‘Accident prevention is management’s 
job, and it is a job we must do well. Safety 
first must continue to be our motto year in 
and year out.’

Price Variations 


| my opinion ‘ A. E. T.” has given a mis- 

leading reply to ‘C. H. M.’s’ query on 
price variation (The Builder, January 31). 
He says in effect that where a contractor 
has included materials in his ‘ basic price’ 
list that are covered by PC prices in the 
Bill of Quantities, then the basic list 
prices prevail over the architect’s PC prices 
for purposes of adjusting the fluctuation in 
price. 

Clause 22 of the RIBA Form of Contract 
states how PC prices shall be adjusted. 
In the case quoted, the contractor made 
a mistake by including the items of bricks 
in his basic list and the items should there- 
fore be disregarded when adjusting price 
variation under Clause 25A.

FURTHER to the query on the above subject 
published in The Builder of January 31, Mr. 
D. B. Smith, ARICS, of 37, Gilling-road, 
Richmond, Yorkshire, writes: It is a pity 
that ‘A. E. T.,’ in his reply to the query on 
price variations on bricks, did not stress the 
disadvantage to the client in the present 
position. As the surveyor did not check the 
basic price list, a basic price was accepted 
for bricks which was evidently lower than 
the PC price. 

Assuming other tenderers had used the 
PC prices in calculating their brickwork 
prices, the successful tenderer had the ad- 
vantage over other tenderers of the difference 
between the PC price and his own basic 
price. If the surveyor had insisted on dele- 
tion ef the basic prices for bricks, the con- 
tractor may have stood by his price or he 
may have wished to withdraw his tender and 
revise his price so that he was not the lowest. 

In either case the client would not now be 
in the position where he must pay, over and 
above the difference between the PC price 
and the purchase price, the whole margin by 
which the successful contractor had the 
advantage over other tenderers. 


Faulty Damp-proof Course 


IN THE ABOVE INQUIRY the question arises 
as to the possible cause of dampness on 
the walls round the bay and the side 
entrance to a house, and it is suggested that 
the damp-proof course has failed (The 
Builder, January 31). I believe your corre- 
spondent’s interpretation of the cause of 
the trouble to be wrong. The inquirer can 
find no dampness in the brickwork or 
other signs of rising dampness due to faulty 
constructional matters, and one must look 
to other causes, and I believe the key is 
in the last two lines of the inquiry, viz.: 
‘Lastly, heating, such as oil heater, causes 
the damp to become more pronounced.’ As 
this to me, and to several of my colleagues, 
indicates that the cause is condensation 
within the room I should first of all dispose 
of the oil heater. 


It is not generally recognised that an oil 
heater produces 14 gallons of water for 
every gallon of oil used and if, as may be 
possible, the walls concerned are on the 
north or east side of the building, normally 
the coldest, any rise in temperature within 
the room will induce condensation on the 
cold walls and in particular on a hard wall 





plaster. This would also occur during 
damp periods after a sharp rise in air tem- 
perature. Your inquirer points out that the 
+ in. thickness of waterproofed cement on 
the walls does not show condensation, for- 
tunately because there is a degree of insula- 
tion in the dry bricks behind. Had the 
rendering been normal plastering thickness, 
condensation would probably have occurred. 

I suggest, therefore, that the most effective 
remedy is not to touch the DPC but to 
fix pressure impregnated battens on a felt 
DPC to the affected walls with galvanised 
nails at suitable intervals, and fix thereto 
+ in. thickness aluminium foil-backed 
plasterboard. This will form a suitably 
insulated decoratable surface, especially if 
the batten ends are staggered and air pas- 
sages left with the refixed or new skirting 
slightly clear of the floor. 


This will, in my opinion, cure the trouble, - 


make a warmer room and leave the structure 
undisturbed against a very problematical 
DPC failure. ;

Stained Plaster 


Q.—My employer’s firm is engaged on an 
extensive modernisation scheme and fire in- 
surance work. This house caught fire and 
was completely gutted on the top floors. It 
was exposed to all weathers for a consider- 
able time pending fire policy inquiries and 
acceptance of tender for work to be done. 
The top floor has been demolished and now 
with new roof and most of the main work 
done we are faced with preparation for 
decoration. 

The query on which we seek your advice 
concerns dealing with soot stained plaster. 
This particular flank is centred near the 
spot that caused the fire, the cause being a 
multi-point whose shell had eroded at the 
back and in due course set the Jath and 
plaster wall alight. The flank in question 
(though near the outbreak) houses a 
chimneyflue and this area is stained brown 
from soot in the original brickwork. Part 
of this flank has been hacked off, rendered 
and set and still this stain creeps over the 
new area. We desire a solution to curing or 
holding back this stained area permanently. 

The whole house has fibre board ceilings 
now treated with two coats of emulsion 
paint and all walls are specified to be 
distempered or emulsioned to allow thorough 
drying out before contemplating paper at a 
much later date. We are aware of the known 
methods such as pitch paper, laminated lead 
foil, aluminium paint, knotting, etc., but we 
feel we need a more certain cure.

A.—The problem of keeping soot stains 
from appearing on the surface of finished 
plaster work is one of great difficulty due to 
the penetration of sulphur and carbon into 
the brickwork whilst under fire. The same 
condition would exist if an attempt was made 
to use second-hand bricks which had pre- 
viously formed the inside of a chimney with 
its soot deposits, and therefore should not be 
used. 


It is doubtful if any solution exists that 
could be guaranteed to hold these deposits 
back. The certain way to ensure that it will 
not appear on the surface is either to hack 
the brickwork back to a depth beyond the 
point of penetration or, as you have already 
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suggested, batten the wall out and cover with 
plaster board or expanded metal and plaster.

Waterproofing a Roof 


Q.—I have a building, the roof of which 
has been pointed but not felted. Some wate; 
still gets in and I wondered if there jis g 
paint or liquid dressing which could be 
painted or sprayed on the outside of a red 
pantile roof to waterproof both the cement 
and the tiles. 

In the case of internal cement rendered 
walls which have been treated with cement 
paint, can these walls be treated with a water 
paint or any easily applied colouring agent?

A.—It is not clearly understood how the 
pointing of the roof has been carried out. 
Pantiles or any other type of single lap tile 
correctly fixed on the roof will themselves 
keep out the rain. Pointing or perhaps more 
correctly described, filling in the bottom edge 
of each tile course with mortar only locks 
water beneath the tile since there is no means 
of escape, thus water finds its way into the 
interior. 

If the roof is only to an outhouse and 
appearance is not important then it js 
possible to cover the whole of the roof sur- 
face with a slurry of cement and sand. This 
would provide a reasonably waterproof sur- 
face, but could not be regarded as permanent 
because any movement in the roof structure 
would result in a fracture of the thin cement 
coating and therefore would from time to 
time require the treatment tu be repeated. 
It may be of interest to Know that many 
farm buildings have been treated in this 
manner and have been entirely satisfactory. 

With regard to the treatment of walls that 
have been already treated with a cement 
based wash, it would be advisable to keep to 
the same type of material. It is possible to 
.obtain cement based washes in a wide range 
of colour. With this or any other type of 
wash it is important to ensure that the sur- 
face is free of all loose particles and grease 
before applying a fresh coat.

LCC 
Housing List Costs 


T the meeting of the London County 
Council on February 18, Mrs. UNity 
LisTER asked the chairman of the Housing 
Committee what was the number of appli- 
cants from the housing waiting list which 
it is estimated will have been accommodated 
at the end of the financial year 1957-58_ 
What the estimated cost was of maintaining 
the waiting list in 1957-58, and what the 
cost per applicant housed was of maintain- 
ing the waiting list? 

In reply, Mr. W. G. Fiske said that the 
estimated aggregate number of families 
accommodated from the waiting list since 
the end of the war to the end of the financial 
year 1957-58 was 77,000. As far as the 
cost of maintaining the waiting list was con- 
cerned this was about £40,000, which com- 
pared with an actual cost of £119,076 in 
1956-57. On the cost of administering the 
waiting list this had little to do with the 
families actually housed and much more 
to do with applicants remaining on the list- 
There were 160,000 families remaining om 
the waiting list and the cost per family on ~ 
the list in 1957-58 was, therefore, about 5s. 
If Mrs. Lister wished to relate the cost to 
the number of families to be housed in 
1957-58, the average cost was about £20. 


SHOPS ON NEW ESTATES 
Resistance to Multiple Firms 


A TENDENCY for multiple firms to 

‘muscle in’ and take over all or some 
of the shops on new council estates is 
plainly being resisted by many housing 
authorities, a municipal correspondent 
writes. 

In most cases they hold the view that the 
small shopkeeper is in many ways able to 
provide a more personal—though not 
necessarily better—service than the large 
organisation. 


This is regarded as being particularly 
important where families moved from clear- 
ance areas form the bulk of the estate 
population. 


In Brighton, for example, the council have 
‘set their face against letting shops on 
estates to multiple firms and co-operative 
societies,’ according to the housing manager, 
Mr. A. Howarp Hott. 


They also stipulate that applications will 
not be considered from anyone who is 
already in business in the town or whose 
wife or husband is in business. 


In most areas the authorities can pick 
and choose in this way, for the demand for 
new shops is usually high. 


Portsmouth city estates officer, Mr. G. F- 
FIFIELD, says that in his area the demand 
is ‘very great indeed.’ A fair allocation, 
he says, is extremely difficult unless there 
are special circumstances in existence, such 
as a trader having lost his premises in the 
war or being displaced. 


In Leeds the demand for corporatiom 
shops is at a ratio of nine applications per 
shop tenanted, and approximately 10 per 
cent. of the applicants are those whose 
premises are affected by compulsory pur- 
chase orders.

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OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA. — The Commonwealth 
Government has allocated £3m. for housing 
in Western Australia for this year and the 
State Government will increase the amount 
available for home purchase. In addition 
the war service homes allocation for 1958 
is £4,216,000 compared with £3,548,000 in 
1957. Private banks have shown confidence 
in the future of this State by allotting big 
sums for housing to private individuals 
and to local government bodies for develop- 
ment works. The general manager of the 
Bank of N.S.W. announced that they had 
approved a loan of nearly £1m. for house 
building to private individuals in this State, 
and a similar amount to local and semi- 
government bodies. Official figures show 
that in the September quarter of last year— 
the last quarter for which figures are avail- 
able—1,626 houses were completed in the 
State at a cost of £4,642,000. This represents 
a substantial increase on the figures for the 
corresponding period in 1956 which were 
1,281 houses valued at £3,756,000. . . . Perth’s 
post-war boom in multi-storey buildings will 
continue this year with the start of the new 
£700,000 Commonwealth Bank building and 
the £750,000 Australian Broadcasting Com- 
mission’s studios. - The city skyline was 
transformed in 1957 by buildings up to 12 
storeys high. There will be another big 
change this year. A start will be made in 
April on-a new six-storey Commonwealth 
Bank in the centre of the city. The Common- 
wealth Works Department expects to make a 
start this year on the erection of the A.B.C. 
broadcasting studios on a 34-acre site. An 
eight-storey car park for 550 vehicles with a 
spiral ramp permitting cars to be driven to 
any of the floors, is another future project. 


BOLIVIA .—The contract for the construc- 
tion of the Sica-Arica pipeline has been 
awarded to the American firm Williams 
Brothers. The project is to be financed by 
Gulf Oil and according to Press reports the 
pipeline will be purchased from Italian and 
French sources. . . . A proposal has been 
made for the establishment of a co-operative 
coffee and fruit canning factory in Chulu- 
mani in the Yungas region. Other pro- 
posals include the setting up of a steel plant 
in Sucre with the assistance of a $5m. loan 
from the Export-Import bank and the pos- 
sible investment of $2.6m. by Williams 
Brothers in a tanning plant... . Negotiations 
have taken place between Bolivia and 
Argentina to continue construction of a road 
from Oran in Argentina to Tarija and Potosi 
during 1958 and 1959. Discussion also took 
place recently on the proposed new road 
from Oruro to Iquique in Chile. It is ex- 
pected that the project will be discussed 
shortly between the Public Works ministers 
of each country and that a mixed commission 
of engineers will be appointed to study route 
and construction details. .. . The Govern- 
ment’s National Housing Institute (Instituto 
Nacional de Viviendas) is to be completely 
re-organised. Preliminary plans have been 
made for the Institute to begin the construc- 
tion soon of 1,000 ‘ workers’ houses.’ 


CANADA (New Brunswick).—The con- 
struction projects scheduled to start or 
already under way for 1958 will be in excess 


of $150m. Scattered throughout the Pro- 
vince, projects include highways, docks, 
bridges, railway yards, housing develop- 
ments, new factories, and expansion to exist- 
ing industries. An upward swing in the 
base metals markets could also see a start 
on planned concentrators’ and _ smelters’ 
plant at Bathurst and Woodstock, to cost 
a further $50m. 

St. John’s metropolitan area heads the 
list of provincial centres with new construc- 
tion valued at upwards of $36m., which 
includes: Erection of a $16m. kraft mill 
by the Irving Pulp and Paper interests and 
the Kimberley-Clark Corporation of the 
USA alliance at Lancaster; a $3m. expan- 
sion to St. John’s civic water system to fur- 
nish the Irving-Kimberley-Clark interests 
with 23m. gallons of water daily from 
Loch Lomond; and construction of the New 
Brunswick Electric ‘Power Commission’s 
$10m. thermal plant in East St. John, 
scheduled to get under way by late spring. 

Next largest contributor to the picture is 
Oromocto, where the Federal Government is 
spending $27.5m. in the construction of 
2,000 housing units for Camp Gagetown’s 
married personnel and civic population. 
Central Mortgage and Housing is complet- 
ing construction of 1,800 units for the 
Canadian Army married personnel, plus 213 
new housing units, five schools, and $3m. 
in services. At Moncton, Canadian 
National Railways has let a contract for 
clearing the site for its $17m. railway yard 
expansion. 

Construction of the Federal Govern- 
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ment’s $4.3m. highway bridge connecting 
Cambellton with Cross Point, Quebec, js 
scheduled to get under way before April |, 
Also to commence this spring is a $1.2m, 
four-storey expansion to the Soldiery 
Memorial Hospital at Cambellton. Some 
10 miles to the south, the Federal Govern 
ment is spending another $1.3m. in improyv- 
ing dock and harbour facilities at Dal. 
housie. At Bathurst, the Bathurst Power 
and Paper Co., Ltd., is adding a further 
$950,000 extension to its plant. 


CHINESE REPUBLIC.—An 11 per cent, 
increase in cement production in 1958 js 
planned by the Ministry of Building 
Materials Industry, to include quick setting, 
high strength and other special types. Total 
production is expected to reach 7,400,000 
tons. . . . New docks are about to be con- 
structed in Canton to accommodate 10,000- 
ton ocean-going ships, in anticipation of the 
opening-up of trade with foreign countries, 


CUBA.—According to Dr. Martinez Saenz, 
President of the Banco Nacional a con- 
sortium of British companies have agreed 
to construct a shipyard in Cuba. . . . He has 
also stated that tentative agreement has been 
reached for the purchase of a.UK con- 
structed atomic power plant. .. . The second 
tunnel project for communication between 
Havana and Marianao under the Almendares 
River has been awarded to the Compagnie 
des Grands Travaux de Marseilles. 


ETHIOPIA. — An _ Italian consortium 
from Milan has secured a contract worth 
$12m. for the construction of a hydro-elec- 
tric plant on the River Awash in Ethiopia. 


HONG KONG.—A new four-storey hos- 
pital, the Pok Qi, is to be built at Yuen 
Long, New Territories, to designs by H. N. 
Li, of Hong Kong, authorised architect. 
Covering over 4,000 sq. ft., it will contain 
a 20-bed general ward and five two-bed 
wards on each of two floors, with nurses’ 
accommodation on the top floor, and X-ray, 
operating theatre suite, dispensary and out- 
patients’ departments on the ground floor. 
Estimated cost $400,000, exclusive of furni- 
ture and equipment. . . . Site formation on 
the Housing Authority’s third large scheme, 
the So Uk Estate at Cheungshawan, Kow- 
loon, is expected to be completed in May. 
Tenders for the construction of the first 
buildings will shortly be called for. The 
scheme will cost in all about $50m., and will 
house some 30,000 persons. The design is 
in the hands of a consortium of. architects 
working to a master layout prepared by 
Eric Cumine, AADip, FRIBA, of Hong 
Kong. . . . Two new multi-storey buildings 
are shortly to rise in the Tsimshatsui area 
of Kowloon. They are a 16-storey hotel on 
the corner of Chatham-road and Cameron- 
road, and a 17-storey block of studio-flats 
on an island site bounded by Nathan-, 
Mody- and Cameron-roads and Bristol- 
avenue. Plans for these schemes have been 
approved by the Buildings Ordinance Office.

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Road Bridge Plan Approved 


HE Secretary of State for Scotland has

New Tay Bridge Proposed 

PERTH TOWN COUNCIL has_ received 
approval for a new £120,000 bridge across 
the Tay to replace the existing 50-year-old 
Victoria Bridge which carries most of the 
central Scotland east-west traffic. The 
existing bridge is sound but subject to 
excessive vibration and unequal to the 
mounting traffic. Reinforcement has been 
considered but is regarded as more costly 
than a new bridge. 


The intention is to have a three-span 
reinforced prestressed concrete structure 
eliminating piers in the centre of the river.

The growing need for power 


As Britain’s industrial efficiency increases, so does 
the need for power. The demand for power doubles 
every ten years. The Electricity Supply Industry 
has already met the doubled demand since Ist 
April, 1948, and has made provision for a similar 
expansion in the next decade. 


Work on the first two nuclear power stations, 
at Bradwell in Essex, and Berkeley in Gloucester- 
shire, was started in January, 1957, and on the 
third in England, at Hinkley Point in Somersetshire, 
last September. These three stations will have an 
aggregate of some 850,000 kilowatts. 


The Government’s revised nuclear power station 
programme provides for enough nuclear power 
stations to be completed in the next decade to 
provide 5/6 million kilowatts of generating capacity. 
Provision is also being made for the construction of 
new main transmission lines and the extension of 
the distribution network. 

As the demand for power grows, nuclear 
energy will become more and more im- 
portant as a source of electric power, 


upon which the economic future of the 
country so largely depends.
